Waaiiinoton, Jan. 27.—Youpcorrespond¬ 
ent takes pleasure in sending to the Courier- 
JOUR.NAL the following interview with Hon. 
Perry Belmont. It is not only exceedingly 
loteresting, but is replete with capital Ideas, 
forcibly ffresented. Mr. Belmont, as the close 
reader will doubtlees observe, is a young man 
of brains and perfectly familiar with the 
great living issue of the day, A tariff for 
revenue only. 

After an allusion to bis recetit interpreU- 
lion In tbo New York HeraUl of Jan. 20, 
1883, of the Democratic phrase “lanff for 
revenue only,” bo said; **Tlie Courier- 
Journal does well to Iterate and roitSrate 
the fact that Democratic dnetriue demands a 
tariff for revenue, with such incidenial pro¬ 
tection as flows therefrom; but that Hepub- 
licaii doctrine demands a tariff for protec¬ 
tion with such incidental revenue as natural¬ 
ly comes therefrom. No one can safely deny 
the genuine correctiiese of that ttatem«nt. 
Owing to the rivalry and oolUolon of local 
interest-, there Is, no doubt, a real divemity 
of opinions among Domocratic mem¬ 
bers of Congress, both as to the 
proper time and the prosier way'of applying 
the Democratic rule to tariff tables; but 1 
do not think it can be fairly said that there 
It a serious difference of opinions among 
Democrats in the House of ^presentatives 
over the proposition that tb^ tariff tatdes 
when rearranged should be limited to rev¬ 
enue. As to the time liemocrate say, and I 
am one of them, that an annuel surplus of 
revenue and taxoUon, amounting now to 
nobody can say precisely how many mill¬ 
ions, is uuneceesarily cruel to the tax-pay¬ 
ers, dangerous to tho public welfare, and 
should bo imraediatoly stopped. Democrats 
also say, and 1 am ono of them, that more 
raw materials must bo straightway put on 
the free list m aid of manufacturers, in order 
that by thus cheapening American produc¬ 
tion they may he enabled to get easier access 
to foreign markets. There are also Dem o¬ 
crats o^iuall}' loyal and patriotic who say 
that the present distribution of party power 
between the House on ono band and the 
President and Benate on the other nand, is 
unfavombU lo auuh a rearrangement ofXariff 
tables during the present session, and that to 
attempt it now with the probabiUly of ob¬ 
struction to the Senate or a veto by the Pres¬ 
ident, woul^ be an aimless and uselesi dis¬ 
turbance of business and industry. 

*Tbe first question,” said Mr. Belmont, 
**to be definitely decided is this, what sum of 
money is needed for all the annual expemll- 
turee of the Governmentf The Deinocratlo 
party, bolding power only in the House, can 
not be supreme over that question as it 
would be were the Senate and the iTesident 
Democratic. Last year some two hundred 
ond fourteen and a half millions came 
from the tariff and some one hundred and 
forty-four and a half millions from the in¬ 
ternal revenue. Shall all or only a part or 
none of internal revenue taxes bo stricken 
from the statute book, and the oeed(»d reve¬ 
nue be supplied by duties on imports!” 

That is a very grave question about which 
wise and far seeiug men, in both parties, are 
ill perplexity. There is a most powerful ten- 
tlency of Democratic inberitenoo and 
tradition, tha* actively resisU every 
form of internal revenue tax. 
Democrats announced such a tax 
during Washington's administration, which 
culminated in the Pennsylvania whisky rc- 
bullion. Wbun Jefferson*s administration 
came into power, in ISOI, the tax was abol¬ 
ished. Tho exigencies of the war of 1812 
compelled iu revival; but in 1817 it was 
again swept away by Demoorato, not to re¬ 
turn again till onr sectional war of 1861 
came. 

“There are vory many Democrats,” con¬ 
tinued Mr. Belmont, “who feel that the pres¬ 
ent whisky tax on the capacity of the still is 
unconstitutional, because a direct tax; but, 
on tho other hand, there are a great many 
l>«mocrata who feel that, in a (local seose, a 
Federal internal tax on distilled spirits and 
grog should not be abandoned, and if that 
internal tax is maintained certainly the duty 
on Bcotch and Irish whiskies must be adapt¬ 
ed to it. 

“I do agree with the Couricr-Journal 
in thinking and saying that there is needetla 
vigorous, long-con luiued, intelligent and 
forcible dlscuseion of that question, whlcb 
lies at the threshold of the tariff queHtion. 

**It is of course true,” said 

Mr. Belmont, “that if all internal 
revenue taxation were swept away, 

the sum total to be raised by duties on im 
ports would be greater. The average rate 
of percentago oo the dutiable arUcles would 
be greater. There would be mure hindrance 
to the importation of those artlciaii. The 
price of them, in this country, would be en- 
iianced, and the domestic 4 uanufacturer of 
mmilar articles would thereby and to that 
extent be benefited, w'hich would bo inci¬ 
dental protection; but a change iu the sum 
total of money to bo raised by R tariff does 
not impose a modification of the Democratic 
rule mat the tariff tables should bo arranged 
only for revenue. 

**lt has been plausibly said in the New 
York N'hh that Mr. Carlisle and bis friends 
bold that, in raising revenue by import 
duties, regard should be bed oxcluidvely to 
the capacity of each imported article to pay 
a greater or a lesa amount of duty, and no 
regard should be paid to the question whether 
tho some article con or can not be produced 
in the United States; and that, on the 
other band, Mr. Randall and his 
friends bold that in framing the tariff it is 
just and wise to so apportion the duties as to 
afford to the American producer a sufficient 
protection against tho competition of foreign 
producers, and so they would get rid of the 
present surplus income of the Government 
by first abolishing the internal revenue sys¬ 
tem. Poeoibly that may bo a literally exact 
exposition of the opinions of those Demo¬ 
cratic leaders, but 1 do not so understand 
them. But oven if Mr. Carlisle and his 
frieods ho correctly represented, it would 
certainly be difficult to raiM either |2oU,- 
4)00,OOD or |20U,(X)0,0(X) by duties and not 
afford a great dsal of protection to domssiio 


producers of similar articles. If I am not 
mistaken, Mr. Carlisle and hU frtonds hold | 
that in framing a tariff for revenue only it i 
will be wise, just and proper to so arrange 
the free list anti apportion the sum total of 
duties as to give tbo American manufac¬ 
turers all the protection against the 
cheaper labor and the competition of 
foreign producers that the sum toUl 
w’ill naturally afford. *A tariff for reve¬ 
nue only* means, os I interpret the phrase,” 
said Mr. Belmont, “that only such a sum 
total of money shall be raised by tariff as is 
demanded by the wants of tbe Qoverumeut, 
when konastiy, efficiontly and ocooomicaliy 
administered.” 

“Will it, in your opinion, be possible for 
the Democratic leaders to suppress tho tariff 
question aud refuse to deal with ill” 

“Of course not, unless ths Democratic par¬ 
ty proposes to retire from the control of ths 
House, abdicate its position in tbs Senate, 
and yield the Executive Department in per¬ 
petuity to the Republicans. The fiscal sys¬ 
tem of a country like ours needs constant 
vigilance and adaptation to a new* environ¬ 
ment. To-day the system of Federal taxa¬ 
tion brings in an annual and usele^is surplus 
of $130,000,000 or thereabouts, more or 
less. A few years from now and there may 
be a deficiency. 

“How can the Democratic party,*’ said 
Mr. Belmont, “aspire to control tho Federal 
Government aud yet shrink from dealing 
with the most pressing problems of adminis¬ 
tration! The suggestion made by certain 
Democrats that it won't do for the party 
to attempt to reduce the surplus taxation 
and revenue for fear of making a blunder 
and meeting condemnation in NovciulK>r 
next, i» not calculateti to inspire much con¬ 
fidence in Democratic statesuiamhipor much 
aathusiasm for a Democratic ticket. It 
se^^ms that State interference with industry 
had already been carrietl far enough; but 
yet the levying of taxes and tho ex (Hindi- 
tun- of money to maintain the Federal Gov- 
ernreont can not be evaded by a parly in 
power. The Democratic party has asked 
and obtained control of the House. The 
Constitution declaree that all bills for raising 
revenue shall originate in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. How then cun the Demucratto 
House evade, or dodge, or straddle the im¬ 
perative necessity for dealing with $130,- 
000,000, of animal surfdus, be it more or 
less* The Democratic party must now 
agAn. since it bos control of the House, take 
the'burdens and risks along with the benefits 
of power.

Twogeutlemen, ono a revoimu reformer and 
the other a protectionUt, were Mpeaking w ith 
one another. One said, casually, that it was 
unwise now to agitate tbo tariff quavtion 
or even talk about it, and tho othor as»eat- 
•d, but the two straightway begnn an 
•ann^et conversation on the tariff, which 
finally became very hot and peremptory on 
both sides, and rather too cnniast Cora social 

OCUOSIOQ. 

“Why,” asked Mr, Belmont, “should not 
voters be interested in the question of ques¬ 
tions! which is this, 'How can honestly be 
obtained the most riche* at the cost of the 
least labor! Which is Prof. Jevon’s defini¬ 
tion of tbo science of poliUooi economy. 
Can or ought any problem to interest voters 
so much as that of taxation and expenditure! 
Do patriotic Americans desire anything so 
much in a national w'ay os to see their coun¬ 
try rich, great and powerful in ail manu¬ 
facture* not lees than in ogriculture, mining 
and commerce! The Auiurlcon voter is 
practical os be u intelligent, and what he 
wishes to hear about is the actual outcome 
of fact, as the economic rueulCof the associa¬ 
tion of labor in the new world. How do 
men act iu the pursuit of wealtli! What 
rule can be safely deduced from their con¬ 
duct! What legislation can beet aid the 
economic tendenej^ of Americans and in- 
erease tbsir individual and national wealth! 

* 'The conditions of production m the United 
States have greatly ebauged within the last 
twenty, and even ten, years, and our system 
of UxHtion roust straightway be conformed 
thereto. Hteel is substituted for iron now, 
as iron was years and yearn ago for wood. 
Under tho tremenduous stimulant of the war 
our manufactures bare so increased that 
there must now be a foreign outlet instead of 
receiving the surplus and the debris of foreign 
manufacturers. American manufacturers 
should be euabled and assisted to dump, when 
occasion calls, tbuir suiplusof production on 
the foreign mar’weU. 

“American manufacturing industries are 
now so large,"said .Mr. Heimont, “that they 
really uet-d the care and regard of thu F'ed- 
eral Uouemaient, to the end of more raw 
materiais on the free lUt and cheapened pro¬ 
duction. Let tho Democracy begin the na¬ 
tional canvass of 1884, by theory, turning 
those rascals out who impede the growth of 
our national industries, who reduce 
the volume of our exports and 
who place fiscal burdens upon 
the backs or rather the neck and around the 
legH of the people tliat ore grievous to bo 
borne. Lot u* have a national tariff, sensi¬ 
bly and patriotically limited to revenue.** 

“You propose, tb«n, by 'tariff for revenue 
only,' to aid and benefit mauufactnrers, in¬ 
stead of diminishing their profiuf” 

“Certainly 1 do, and in this way, each 
product of Industry is the instrument or tbo 
raw material of other and mure advanced In- 
dustriee. If Coogres*, by any State aid, in¬ 
creased the price of that first product, it en¬ 
hances the price of the next in the series of 
products. If Congress make* paper scarce 
and dear, it will enhauoo the price of liooks 
and nuw>papors. If tool* and machinery 
are made expensive, then everything that 
they produf.*e must rise in value, and the for¬ 
eign markets be to that extsnt closed to 
Americans. Frolection travels in a varioos 
circle, in which nearly every industry is 
plundered. The tariff problem for Demo¬ 
crats is very different in 1881 from that 
lo 1846. The American manufacturing iu- 
duttries, stimulated and encouraged up to 
this time by war tariffs, should now be ob¬ 


jects of Democratic regard. In 1810 or 
1860 oo Democrat would have legislated to 
force capital into those industries os it was 
forced after 1861. Yet now that these iu- 
dustries have thus come into being and tbiis 
exist, they must be considered. Tbeir trials 
to-day come largely, first, from bad 
location relntlvcJy to other simi¬ 
lar American industries, and, sec¬ 
ondly, from over-production and 
a consequent excess of supply over demand. 
VV'ltb the tir»t difficulty Congress can not 
deal; but with thu second difficulty Congress 
can be of um» b 3 ' *o cheapening the cost of 
production, through the free list, os to enable 
the over-supply hereafter to be dumped upon 
European or Houth .Vmerican purchasers and 
consumeni. 

“1 do not at all believe In a gcneial welfare 
tbo^iry of constitutional interpretation which 
would permit Congress to levy taxes in enler 
to raise money in time of profound peace 
with w hich to pay bounties to particular 
trades or manufactures. I am willing to aid 
and benefit each by tearing away Govern¬ 
ment restrictions on freedom to iHircbose 
their raw nAaterials in the cheapest market. 

'•Do you say that Congress has not the 
constitutional power to tax solely in order 
to get money w*ith which to mid private en¬ 
terprises for the benefit of individuals, even 
though in a remote aud collatsral way the 
local public may be thereby possiblj* bene¬ 
fited! 1 think the Suprtmi Court at Waah- 
ington bos repeatedly said substantially the 
same thing. In tbo cose of a Loan Associa¬ 
tion vs. Topeka, *20 Wallace, r*age 655, tho 
Supreme Court said that the State of Kan¬ 
sas could not autborixe a town to issue iu 
bonds in aid of the manufacturing euter- 
prisc of an individual, because taxes to pay 
thu bonds would be a transfer of tbo pru)>- 
erty of individuals not for public u&e, Imt to 
aid tho buiinees prujucts of an individual. 

•'The opinion in that Topoka imse wa« giv¬ 
en by Mr. Justice Miller. Tbe doctrines 
there laid down by tho Supreme Court fiy iu 
the faco of too coulunLioo of the protootion- 
isU. who would have Congress, by duues on 
imports, loci ease tbe price of certain articles 
in order to aid certain doinusttc praJucers of 
similar articles.” 

** Which clo you think. Mr. Belmont, are 
tbe most senous impedimeuU io the way of 
reducing taxation aud prevunling the accu¬ 
mulation of a demoralising surplus!** 

“1 would say that first of all there ore 
4Vhig Protectionists lathe Democratic party 
who have fontened a free trade label on the 
phrase 'Uirlff for revenue only,* and made 
superficial, uninformed thiuken believe that 
Bpeakur Carlisle aud his lrieod<< aim at an 
immediate destruction of all Custom-houses 
nod a raising of all needed federal revenue 
by Intel ual revenue taxes, ordiicct taxes, or 
taxes on incuma. That is tbe first im¬ 
pediment, and it can bo removed 
only by discussion and explanation, showing 
what Speaker Carlisle and his friends mean 
by 'revenue reform.' Tbe next imfiendiment 
is Ibe fear felt by politicians in both parties, 
that if the tariff is reformeii and the surplus 
is stopped during this session of Congress, 
the more uneducated of laborers in factories 
and founderies, especially the latter, cqn be 
deluded In November next into voting 
against tho Coogreesmen who promote a re- 
fonn of tbe tariff so as to stop thu 
surplus. I believe that those of 
the manufacturers, who are well 
to do. would be glad to see the tantf reformevl 
iu the sen>e of cljeaponing the price*of law 
materials and production, and so opebiug up 
new foreign markets. But some Of them 
fear that an atUrupt iu that direction will 
car ry Uio moat ignorant laboring vote over 
to the protectionists, and thus fontuu on tbe 
country another ruining protective tariff in 
the interest of bankrupt nianufacturen. 
The successful manufacturers do not 
complain of American high-priced labor, 
or wish protection ogoinst ebea]>«r 
European labor. They know that American 
high-priced labor Is more iiiventivo, intel¬ 
ligent, productive and hard working. The 
intelligent laborer knows that *a tariff for 
revenue only* will benefit him in tbe end by 
benefiting the manufactaren. He knows 
that wages vary in different nations and 
different Status and towns of our own coun¬ 
try, according to the place and character of 
tbe eervice. The coat of labor to a man¬ 
ufacturer depends on the cost of the laborer's 
living, which, in turn, dciwnds on 
tbe conditions of tbe laboriug men in the 
particular place, whetbor.it be Ijouisville or 
New York. Unhealthy builtiecs must pay 
more wages than healthy busine»; an edu¬ 
cated man will get higher wages than au il¬ 
literate mail; a man will get more than a 
woman; mental power will earn more than 
mere force. 

“Look at these tariff doclaratioos in tbo 
several l^niocratic platforms since 190(1. 
I offer you the record for publication. It is 
true tbmt the word 'only* won first in¬ 
serted in 1876; but the doctrinu of 
1876 is really identical with that of 1868 
and 1800. It is known that the platform of 
1876 was written by Mr. Maoton Marble, 
under the inspiration and careful iwvision of 
Mr. Tildeu. Why will tlio CouRiEH-Jouh- 
nal not print this Democratic tariff record 
of over eighty years! In 18(X) tbe first plat¬ 
form was adopted by tbe party then cellud 
the Rupublicau, as distinguished from tho 
Federalist party, in a Congreasiooal caucus 
at Philadelphia in 1800, thu year in which 
Jefferson was flnt elected to the Presidency. 
It demands free oommurco with all nations, 
political connection with none, and little or 
oo diplomatic establishment. 

“Tbe Democratic platform, known as tbe 
Locofoco platform, of 1836, was adopted by 
tbe first national convention for nominating 
candidates fur the Fr^dency- It proclaims 
hostility to any and all monopolies by legis¬ 
lation, because they are violations of the 
equal righu of the p«*opIe. Tbe true foun¬ 
dation of a rupublicaA governmeut is 
the eqiml rights of every citixen, 
in bis ixrson and property and in its manage¬ 
ment. 

“In 1840 the platform said: 

*'KeAt>lveil, That justice and sound policy forbid 
the F'ederml Govumtnent to foster one branch of 
indusUy to the detriuieiit of anutber, or to 
cberUii the interesu of ono portion to the Injury 
of another portion of our common country. 

'•AeaoliVff, tiist il is the duty of every branch of 
the Government to enforce and pmcUce the 
mosttigui economy In conducting our pnblic 
a/Toirs, and that no more rvvenue ought to be 
ralwHi than U required to defray Uio nreessary 
exppiisee of the l•overmnent 

“lu 1844—The Democratic Convention of 
1844 reallirmud tho fourth and fifth rasolu- 
lions of tbe convention of IMO. In 1848 it 
said: 

'•/fMofivd, That it I* the duty of every branch 
of the itovemment to enforce and practice iba 
most rigid economy in conducting our puUhc 
affAlra. and that oo more revenue ought to be 
raised Uisn is requiral to defray the necaeoary 
expenses of the itovernnisnt and for tiio 
gruduni but certain extinction of the 
debt crested by the proH»cuUoo of a 
just and iu*oc-y*ary war, and that the 
results of lieinocratic tegUlaUon in this 
and all other flnauclsl measures upon which is- 
siieA have been made by the poliU^ parties of 
tbecountrr, have demonstrated to careful and 
ptacUcal men of sU parties their soundness, 
safety and utility in ail busmens puroulta 

"Rd !<vd. That ihefniltvof tbe gi^stt political 
tiiuinph of 1844 h.irT- fulfilled the hoitcs of tbe 
Democracy of the Union lo tbe noble ImpulM 
given to tbe cause of free trade by tbe 
repeal of the tariff of 18i2, and the 


creation of tho more equal, bnncRt and 
prtKluciIvo Uiiff of 1846. and that in our opinion 
It would be a fatal error to weaken the bonda uf 
a pntltlcol organixatlun by which th««e great re¬ 
form* hare been achieved, and risk them la the 
hands of their ktibwo adversoriee with whatever 
delusive appeals lhay may oidlclt our Nurrendor 
of that vigilance which is tho only safeguard of 
liberty. 

“In 1852 itoaid; 

'•/frcohvd. That it Is the duty of every 
branch of tho Government to enforce aud 
practice the most rigid t*cooomy In cooducilng 
onr piibllo olTaira and that no more revenue 
ought to bo raUed than la rotiuirod to defray the 
neceasary expenses of Ute Government, aad for 
tbe gradual but certain ezUncuon of the public 
debt. 

/f.fc'.'tvrf, That In view of the condition of 
popular luetitutions in the old world, a high aud 
eocred duly 1* devoht-d witn IncreaiuHl mpon*!- 
bUlty upon the Democracy of this country as Uie 
party of the people to uphold and maintain the 
rights of every State and thereby tbe IJnion of 
Shitea, and to sustain and advance among them 
contUtutional liberty by continuing to resist all 
monopolir* and uxcluaive leglRlatlnn for fh** ben¬ 
efit of the few at the expense of the many. 

“In 1856, the platform said: 
if«>*o/rcd. That Ju*tice ant* sound policy forbid 
th»« Federal Go%A*rnioeni io foster one bratich uf 
industry to thu detnmeiit of aiiother. or locheo 
i*h the iuiereets of one portion of our couitnon 
country. 

“It also repeated verbatim the first raaoht- 
tion quoted above of tho convention of 1852, 
and then it rotolved finally that Dure ara 
questions connooted with tbe foreign policy 
of this countiy w’hloh are inferior to no do- 
mesUc quuitions whatever. The tune 
ha* come for tho people of tiie 
Untied .States to declaro themsaives m 
favor of free seas and progressive free-trade 
throughout the world, and by solemn inaui- 
feolations to place their uiorol mflurnce at 
the side of their aucc*esaful example. 

“In ISilU both Uw Douglas anBreckin¬ 
ridge piatfomis renffirmud ine rseuluUons ol 
1856, quoted above. 

“lu 186-1, the continuation of thecivilwor, 
which made imprudetiGy high dudes neces¬ 
sary to raise sulliciunt revenue, preclinled 
the nec^ity of discussing ihe oxtraordmaiT 
and willingly-endured burden* inipo»od by 
it on th J people of the Northeru 8Latc«, and 
nothing vroi igud about the tajiff. 

'•iu 166S it called for the pay ment of all 
the public debt of the UnruKl biatus us 
rapidly as pmcticable—all money drawn 
from the )ieople by taxation. ex¬ 
cept so much as is reqoisitc for 
the neceoaltlet ot the Goveniment, 
ecoiiom;cally adrainist^^red, being hiUiwlly 
applied u> such payment; a tariff for rov- 
eime u|x>u foreign imports, and such ecptol 
taxation under thu internal revenue law* os 
will afford mcideotaJ proiectiun to domsutio 
manulocturca, and os w-ili, without impair¬ 
ing the rvvenue. imfiose tlie least ba^Ifln 
upon and Uh .1 promote and encourage tbe 
great induHtriol interests of the country. 

‘•In 1872, the Dsmocratlo Convention so 
called at Baltimore, which was in fact a 
Gteoley and not a Doroocratio Cocroution at 
all, did n^t adopt any Dumoemtio rt solu¬ 
tions, but indorsrtd tbe pUlfomi of the Lib¬ 
eral Republican Convention bold at Ciiicln- 
oati, which contained the following curious 
declaration making the tariff a local imme: 

We remit the diecoasioa of the subject of pro- 
tectio.i and Tree trade U> the people in ihetr Coo- 
gresaioKal distiii'ts and the decision of (/nripTie 
ihenxm wholly free from Executive Inierfervace 
or dictation. 

“In 1876 It said: 

We deuouncs Uic present tariff levied upon 
nearly 4.(K>0 articles oe a inoaierpiroe of Injiie- 
lice In e<|uaJiiy and false pretense. It yields a 
dwindling, not a yearly rising revenue it lias 
impoverished many Induotrlve to subaiduti a 
few. It prohlblu imports that might piirclioso 
th* products of Aincrican labor. It has de¬ 
graded .Vmencan commerce from the first to an 
ttifenur rank on the high seas. Il has cut down 
th* sojre of Amaricxn rruniufactiirea at honi<» and 
abroad, and depleted the return* of Amer¬ 
ican agriculture, an industry followed by Imlf 
our pet*ple. Il TOais the firople Hire times more 
than it produces to the Treasury, obotructs the 
processes ot production aud wastes the frulU of 
labi>r. U promotes fraud, forters smuggiiiig, 
enriches dishonest offieiai* and Iwinkrupt* hoursi 
merchants. We demand iluii all cuatotn-house 
taxatlou shall be only f6r revenue. 

“In 1880 it said: 

Home rule, honest money, consisting of gold, 
silver Olid paper convertible on demand, the 
slriot oiaiuteiianoe of the public faith, btat* and 
nauonal. and a tariff for revenue only.

THE HOiiKo'TEAD LAW. 

A NUMBER or RADICAL CUA-NUES LIKELT 
TU RE recommended. 

Washington, Jau. 27.~A sub-committee 
of the Senate Committee on Public i^usds 
will probably reccmimend a number of 
radical ebangas in the homestead law. 
Among them it is proposed to give a home- 
sUad ciainiaut one year from tbe date of 
entering land to establish a rutiidence thereon, 
requiniig, however, m the meantime, that ho 
shall break and preimre for culUvation a 
gifeu area of land to establish tbe good faith 
of hU profoMions. Under the existing law* he 
is reciuiriMl logo upon the claim und uioko il hui 
home w iiUm six mouths after the date of 
entry, it is further proposed to oumit 
bomusteoil claims to final proof aud patent 
only at the end of seven years from ths date 
of entry, the present term being five years. 
It IS argued that to on honest claimant, who 
farms the land for hb own use, it u of little 
oousequcucw when he reoelvas the paumt, 
since the entry of Land confirms him in every 
right but seihlig it, which ho secures by the 
patent. 

As a now feature of tbe homestead law, 
and a subKtitute for the timber-culture 
law. It is uuder couteinpiatioo to 
require that, within the first four or 
five years from tbe date of uutry, 
a homestemi settler shall plant a specified 
iuusjl areauf land in trees, having prevtousiy 
such ueceseary steps to secure their 
thrifty grow'ih, as now required bj tbe 
timber-culture act, thb requirement being 
applicable of course only to troelses regions, 
’luertuuon for grafting a portion of tbe ttm- 
ber-cuiture law upon thu nomuetead law u 
found iu itie fact that under tbe former the 
land usually falls into the bauds of non-rest* 
diuts who hod no interest in the cultivation 
of trues, aud whose steps to that end were 
merely sulficient under the law to hold toe 
li fivi only long enough to ho sold toon ad¬ 
vantage. 

But litUe atuuGoo ha« yet been given to tbe 
pre-emption law*, but thcro b betUT reason 
fo; expecting radical aineadmeuU than iu 
re’peoi. Thu chief amonUmenu suggested m 
the committee look lo tbe prerooLiou of 
ulatton by requiring that reliooutabinente 
shall not be accepted by the local ofiioers; 
that when accept^ by too Comniissiouer tbe 
land shall be open for entry by tho first a|^

There will almo'-t ceixaiuly be an attempt 
made to reconsider the vote which indefinite¬ 
ly poAtpoiied Harcourt’a reeolution. .As the 
matter stands, uoles thnt vote is reconsid¬ 
ered no new nomes can come before the cnu- 
and tbits tue dead-lock may be iuter- 
mlnabla. If the caucus shall refuse, how¬ 
ever, to reconsider the vote iudefinitcly

Tue following pro))Osition has been sug- 
gented: To rescind rule lUaud allow one hour 
for preaeiitlng new candidates.

Late tonight Judge W. N. Swewuey, one 
of the caudidatee, sub.iiittwl a prupoodtion, 
which, If accepted, will soon end the dead¬ 
lock. He pro|>ostfs to lo: a ballot be taken 
betweifu Williams and Blackburn, his 
(Sweeney’s) friomls cotiibining w ith neither, 
but pledging tlitm^oB’es to vote their honest 
■^•ntlojents. Then lot a ballot be taken be¬ 
tween the stronger candidate, os shown by 
thU ballot, and Sweeney, tbe re&ult to deter¬ 
mine the cuntisst, and confer the uotninallon 
of the stronger man as shown by the last 
ballot.

It will also be submitted 
to the Blackburn meu, as it must be accepted 
by both parties to make it available. 
As to w’hother it will be accepted or nut, 1 
am unable lo soy. It is certainly a bractica- 
ble w'ay lo H«ttle the contest, and is probably 
as fair a*, any melhud that could be devised. 
1 called on Senator Uagganl to kuow 
wbelhor tbe Williams men would probably 
accept tbe proposition. He was unable to 
say, and diil not seem particularly anxious 
to talk about tbe matter 1 could get nothing 
dvfljiite from him. At Blackburn’s head¬ 
quarters nothing had hoeii heard of the propo¬ 
sition. Capt. BUckturu was surround«-d by 
bis friends, aud wore tbe same air of confi¬ 
dence wbich has characterizetl him through¬ 
out the contest. Judge Sweeney is evidently 
tired of the dead-lock, and is perfectly will¬ 
ing, ao far as ho Is concerned, to eud It. 1 
think if you will listen you will hear some- 
thing drop to-morrow night.

Lo.ndon, Jan. 27.—Tbo wind blew a hur¬ 
ricane ad last night, and much damage was 
dune in the city. Many pwrsons were in¬ 
jured. 'Ibo giayi roof of tbe \Ve^ltrlllnst•r 
Aquarium was deoioliahed dunng the per¬ 
formance, aud a panic eusued, during which 
several persons were hurt. A printing office 
in Uayiuarket was unroofed and a boy 
kdicil. Many vomwU were wrerke«l, aud a 
large nutniier of live* lost. Telegraphic 
cominuai 'ation tvitb tha continent an 1 also 
by tbe Atlantic cable was interrupted tev* 
eral hours. 

Tbo storm raged in Pari*, and railway 
and telogriiph coiiimuiticalion wus broken in 
ail dtrectiuiis and tho wires prostrated. 

Much damage wo* done lu tbe suburbs. 
Many fierhon.* w'ere injured in tbo streets, 
and an immense number of lainpti and win- 
down wrecked, trees uprooted and chimneys 
deraullshvd. ^ 

The Free-tliinkem’ Hall, PorUmouib, was 
destroyed. No boats are allowed to leave 
Portsmouth. At Haitluge the theater aud 
Pier had lo bo cbksed. Tbe electric lights 
along tbe Parade were extinguGhed, ami the 
seas dashed over the streets, making walking 
daugetous. At Muiimouth the Wye and 
Moiinow nver* burst their boiinrb and llouded 
tbe highways. Soutbaiiipton aud East- 
boumo sufferod severely. Railway traffic 
1* greatly deranged. At Tarqooy there 
were many casualtie*. A mall cart was 
overturned by the violence of the wind aud 
many boau swamped. Tbe Iron chapel at 
New Cattle went down and the falling roof 
killeil a woman and two children. At 
l.#sed» tha roof of a dwelling coltap!»ed I filing 
and injuring tbe four occupants. Tho mail 
iraiii betw'oeii Durham ami Darlington was 
twice stopped by the gale. The shops on the 
Isle* of U'lgiit cio^>od early. A lady was 
knocked down by tbe wind and had a leg 
broken. 

At Newry, Ireland, many bouses were un¬ 
roofed, the police barracks made uuteuable 
aud tho police compelled to tsko refuge in 
the court-honve. The bnrk Nokomio, Capt. 
Murphy, from Lon toiiUerry for Baltimore, 
anchored in LougUfoyle, parte«l her cables 
and was driven lo sea. It U feared the ves¬ 
sel and crew are lu»t. Ki>|»orts fn»m ail 
parts of the Kingdom agree that tbo gale 
wo* almost untNirallaled in severity. 

Later news fiMui the storm says: The rail¬ 
way sUtlou at Elnisweil WA 1 biown acitM 
the track. Seven boiiiu* have been washrd 
a<*hv)re at Hyeth. The »tuiimvr Frisia, at 
Flymouth. reooru trumimdous seas. A i»ark 
was toweni into Dover wUh her masts lileral- 
ly torn out of the deck. 

During a iierfurmaiice at Port 8t. Martin 
Tl4.9ei«M‘, I’arG. a panic was caused by the 
sudden extiiiguGbing of the gas lighU. The 
crlos raifo'd to turn off tbe gas, the slam¬ 
ming of tho door by the w*ind, and the roar 
of the leiui>est, drowned the cries of the 
actors. Bei'iibardt’s foot was wounded by a 
fragmeiit from a broken window.

** Whot will tho Senate DemooraU do about 
the Sberman resolution to inrestigate Vir¬ 
ginia and Mijniviippi outrages('* wa« asked. 

‘*Ob, nobody can tell. The debate may 
last a week, and it may be over in a day. 
All depends on the amount of coal placed on 
the tire bow long It will burn. If I bod my 
way about it Sberman and the entire Repul^ 
lican side would bo allowed to 
fioream unmolested, not because replies are 
impossible or Impolitic, fur they are neither, 
bat merely because it is barking up the same 
old tree long after tbe sectional coon is 
gone, and the people are tired of it. Con¬ 
gress has plenty of impoKant business. Wo 
have nothing to fear from this raking up of 
sectional fires. That was the only stock in 
trade tbe Republican party hod lo 1876, and 
we cleaned them out on it, although we lost 
tbe fruit# of the victory. Why, then, should 
we feel any alarm about confronting that 
specter again, after a lapse of eight years 
has brought live and vital issues to the front. 
I thought at first, when Mr. Shenuati sprung 
his resolution to inrestigate certain Southern 
•lections, that it would be well to amend 
by including Maasachusetts and Rhode 
Island, and I suggested that to Sonators 
George and lAmar, who represent one of the 
Rtates attacked. Election frauds are 
fashionable in more localities than one. 
There is no State in tbe Union 
where citixens are denied tbe ballot as they 
are in RJiode lidand. bat after consultation 
we concluded to let Sherman have tbe field 
to bimself. 1 don’t want a word said in re¬ 
ply to him. Romo one suggests that this 
outrage mill is to bo started im again to 
divtirt attention from tbe tariff. It can 
not be done. Tbe people, the business men 
end tbe farmers of this countrv are not fools. 
Thev want relief, and they can not get It 
through short-sword exercise in Congress 
over an outrage resolution.” 

“Then tbo tWitf agitation has no horrors 
for YOU I” 

**Aooe in tbe least. It is tbe only Demo¬ 
cratic policy of the day. Conditions have 
very decidedly changed in tbe past few years. 
During the Hancock campaign the tariff 
Iceue was sprung on us Ter>’ adroitly at tbe 
eleventh hour, and voters went Into a stam¬ 
pede. There was no time to preach common 
sense to them. But they have bad the gos¬ 
pel of revenue reform preached to them since 
then, and to-day there are 50,000 voters in¬

**i bear that he means to bring in a bill with 
horizontal reduclioos and appeal for supnort 
to the Waet. Northwest and South. I nope 
this IS so. One pnnciple In warfare is to precs 
the enemy wrhere hU lines are weak. The 
Republicans are weak on heavy protection 
in those immetiie farming States of the 
West and Northwest that have always been 
depended on for tbe EepubUcau nominee. 
With the proper sort of revenue reform doc¬ 
trine, we could, 1 believe, capture Kansaii. 
luwa and Nebraska. This would enable us 
to stand losses in tho East. They can’t 
hold on to tboee Western fanners by taxing 
their implemeiiu and bart»od-wire fences, 
and now they understand the case, as tho 
last election clearly sboweil. It strikes mo 
ns time to spring the t««uo in a fearleeespint, 
and 1 believe Morrison's theory is corrset, 
Democratic and logical.” 

**Can you hold the South against heavy 
protection?” 

“Why, certainly. There is great misin¬ 
formation on this subject up North. Our 
heavie.-%t manufacturing inleresta are the cot¬ 
ton mills, and they wont free trade. Aa 
it is, our cotton is ilrivlog the English 
out of foreign uaru. and why should our 
Southern iron-makers want more protection 
when they have all the elements In thu man¬ 
ufacture right at their doors in the greatest 
abundance, aud can already beat Pittsburgh 
twelve dollars a tonf On this question our 
Hr publican friends needn't count on catch¬ 
ing the South in their net.” 


A SEWSPAPER man KILLED, 

DR. JOHN B. WOOD. WKl.L KNOW.N I.N XKW 
YORK PRESS CIRCLES, HAS A FATAL 
KALE. 

\ttwtciol to the Courier-Journai,} 

New York, Jan. 27.—Dr. John B. Wood, 
one of the most widely-known newspaper 
men in Now York, fell from tbe string piece 
at pior No. B, North river, at 12:80 o’clock 
this morning. Some one on a coalboat at 
the pier-hend beard him fall and gave an 
alarm. Policeman Piggott ran to the spot. 
Dr. Wood lay on the ice. Another ofllcer 
came up soon and tliey got him on the coal- 
boat. He was insensible. Brandy was given 
him, and be was carried to a xaloon near 
by, where be was strippeAl of his wet 
clothing aud rubbed, before an aoj^bulance 
arrived be was dead. Tbe ambulance phv- 
sician said he died from shock and exposure. 
He had fallen ab«>ut 12 feet. Tho only injuiy 
apparent was a scalp wound on the nghltide 
>f the bead. 

John B. Wood, or Doc Wood, as be was 
hmillarly called, came to New York from 
Maine wueu a young man. He had already 
aeijuiml a proprietary interest in a home 
n<wspa|)cr. He became proof-reader on tbe 
2rihttne, but went over to tho Sun 
in 1869 as night editor. His skill 

in sliiuinating unneceiMary sentences from 
news repuru won for him’tbe title of great 
American condenser. After leaving the 
DP. Wood joiiRKl the Hertild staff. 
Then an offer from the San FraiicUco CAr*»i- 
irle. took him to the Pacific coast. He stayed 
there only about a year. On the way east¬ 
ward he started a penny paper in St. l^ouis 
to nvaJ the t'ott-lSitrpatch, 'The new 

venture was denied Acwxuated Press 
francoise. and did not fiouri^. Dr. 
Wood had coly lately returned 
hero. During his connection with 
tho .SVn, he was twice managiug editor, 
and for a time wrote sporting newt. Uls 
reputation was nuule, however, at tlie night 
desk.

Many exaggera¬ 
ted rumors are afloat at present. Tlieein- 
barra&srount of the company is in direct se¬ 
quence of the failure last year of tbe i»eo. 
H. Taylor Pai»er Com{>any of Chicago. 
When tbe terms of settlement with the crerl- 
itors was agreed upon tho mills et South 
Bond and Mishawaka, Ind., were bought by 
George Taylor’s father, N. W. Taylor, 
President of tho Cloveland Oimpany, who 
assumed thu liabilities, expecting tlie earn¬ 
ings of tho mills would assist him to pay the 
obligations. 

On his return recently from Europe, where 
be bad been by bis physician's advice, in 
oonsequeuco of ill lieaicb, he found the mills 
bad lost $20,000 to | 8 o,(XK) in nine months. 
Unable to meet all these personal liabilities, 
aggregating about $140,000, without selling 
his stock 111 the Cleveland company, of which 
be bolds a very large amount, ho quietly 
made an individual assignment. Thon, 
fearing hU action would result in a multi¬ 
tude of attachments by creditors upon 
tho property of the Cloveland Paper 
Company, already embarrnsjiod by 
the failure of tho Chagriu Falls aud 
other coQipaoies. and dreoiliug the sacrifice 
of the proMrty to salisly hucU atteoumenu, 
bu decided that the Cleveland l’a|ter Com¬ 
pany should assign ana means of protecting 
all oredilors alike, none being pieferre^ 
This company’s liabilities wdl not vary 
much from a'quarter of a mlUloo, largely 
for stock and fine goods. Only one bank u 
among the creditors, and that holds dis¬ 
counted pnper, amply secured. 

The assetai are little, if any, lees than $660,- 
000 . Outside of considerable real estate the 
remainder is principally in raw material, of 
which a prodigious amount U on hand. Tbe 
assignee will oporate the mills to fill the con- 
traete, most of which are to furnish print 
paper to numerous new^pai^ers, scattered 
over the Northwest. He will al«o dispose of 
an ImmeiiM* amount of paper of ail kinds m 
store, and expects the com{»auy w'lU toon pay 
all its debts in full and reiume operations as 
bereUifore. Tbe<coiiinauy owns throo large 
mills in this city, and owns in wbob or iii 
part, or controls tbe product of half a dozen 
or more in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan.

This second used to hold the com- 
liataiit on his knee between the rounds, while 
the other or principal second sponged, in¬ 
structed and advised; an abettor; also, the 
bridegroom’s man at a wedding. The ex¬ 
pression was at one time a slang teiTu for 
Lonl Palmerston, tlcrived from a speech be 
made some years ago when Foreign Secre¬ 
tary of Great Britain. In which he deocrlbed 
himself as acting the part of a judicious 6 of- 
tle-hotder among the foreign power*. 

Faiht Heart Settr Won Fair Lady .— 
Earlier references to this ancient proverb 
tbso that previously given In this column it 
found In Biitntn’s ”ltla,” canto v , stanza 
1; “Ballad’’ by Eideron, 1569. and “Rock 
of Regard.” 1576. ’’Faint heart never won 
fair lady” forms a line in a ballad written lo 
tho “Berkshire I.adv,“ a Miss Frances Ken¬ 
drick, daughter of Sir Willian Kendrick, 
second Baronet. Sir William’s father was 
created Uaronot by CharK-s 11. Tho wooer 
was a Mr. Childs, son of a brewer at .Abing¬ 
don, to whom lbs lady sent a challenge.

He woff In acousternatinn: 

But, advhing with a frieud, 

Hu i>ersuatles him tu attend:

Faint heart never woo fair lady.*’ 
ftow^calcher ,—A small curl which, accord¬ 
ing to a fashion started in England, UM;d to 
be tw isted on tbe cheeks or temple of young, 
and often old, glrb, adhering to the face as 
if gummed or posted. Evideniiy a oornip- 
tiuo of •* beau-catcher.” In old times this 
was called a love-lock, when it was the 
mark at which all the Puritan and ranting 
preachers leveled their pulpit popguns, 
loaded with sharp and virulent abuse. Tbe 
French prettily tefbied there lulornmenU 
ats'roche-eiuur*, while in the United Btates 
(the fashion prevailed here to an alarming 
ex lent) they were niainly and unpleasantly 
called "spit-curls.*^ Bartlottsays: “ * 8 pll- 
curl,’ a detached locrk of hair curled upon 
the temple; pn>hably from having lieen at 
first plastered into shape by the reliva.” It 
if now understood that rhe mucilage of 
quince seed is usod by the loilies for this pur- 
po*!©. 

itrash. —Impudence, lu 1803 some British 
artillerymen stationed at Norwich were di¬ 
rected to prove some brass ordnance belong¬ 
ing to tho city. To the report delivered to 
the corporation was appended this note: 
“.V. h .—It U ciistomarj* for the corporal to 
have the old metal when any of the pieces 
burst.” Aitenoir—“The corporation Is of the 
opinion that the corporal does not need 
bra«.” 

Fork Grer.—To btinE out one’s money, to 
pay the bill, to ’‘stand for” or treat a friend: 
to band over what does not belong lo you— 
old cant term for picking pockeU, and very 
curious iu it* origin. In the early part of the 
last century a little book was published in 
London on purloining, and, of course, it had 
to give the latest mixies. Forking w’os the 
neweet mode, and it consisted in thrusting 
the fingers stiff and open into the pocket and 
then quickly closing them and extracting 
any article thus caught. 

Prig .—A thief. Used by Addison In the 
sense of a coxcomb. The word w ancient 
cant, probably from the Saxon prioc-au, u» 
fitch. /Vi{/ is also the slang term for steal¬ 
ing or robbing, and is more common in this 
connection, i^rigging means thieving. In 
Scotland the term urt (7 is used lo a different 
seuM from what il Is in England, iUt use 
being confined to those two countries. In 
Glasgow, or at Aberdeen, “to prig a sal¬ 
mon” would be to cheapen it or seek for a 
reduction In the price. .A story is told of 
two Bootebmen,* vwiiori to London, who got 
into sad trouble a few years ago by announ¬ 
cing their intention of **pr{ggtng a hat” 
which tliey hml efipknl m a fashionable 
manufacturer's window*, and w*hich one of 
them thought ho woultl liko to posscm, 

Spirt, or Npwrf;—Tomakean increased ox- 
erthm for a brief snace, to attain ouo's end; 
a nervous effort. I'he term is often heard m 
the United Btato* at rac*iS, as, for Instance, 
*‘Uia mure gave a little spurt and shot )iast 
tho bay.” it is an abbroviatiuu or shorten¬ 
ing of spirit, or allusion to a spirt of water, 
which di^ aw ay as suddenly a^ it rises. It is 
an aririent term, a* ovidenctNl by the follow¬ 
ing from a sentence iu Gntakor’s “Spiritual 
M atch,” pruiivtl in London in 1619: 

“So here for a man to run well for n spurt, 
and then lo gi%'e over * ♦ * is enough to 
annul all his former proceedings, and to 
make bun in no better estate than if be had 
never net fooie into tbe g<x>d watts of God.” 

—To blow up or swell with praise. It 
is a common name for a favorable uotico of 
any person or thing in a new»pa(>er, and has 
b<*en BUperaeded to a certain degree by the 
less eloquent word, “stiff.” A writer in the 
HVrA-i'l/ Register, a London newspaper, lu 
1732 referred to tho word “puff” as follow**: 

“ *ruff' has bei'oiuo a caut word, signify¬ 
ing the applause set forth by writers, etc., to 
incroase tlie reptitauon and sale of a book, 
and Is an excellent atratagem to excite tho 
curiosity of gentle readers.” 

Lord Bacon, however, used the word in a 
similar sense a conturr liefore. Sheridan 
also seem* to have reiiiembcreil the use of 
tho word, vide Hr. Orator in Iho

g roud ‘‘monorcb of oil be surveys. ” Hemorka 
le to r«Ut«, the river oonunue* to roll on lu 
way South. lU boB<*m covered from shore to 
shore, and ns far up and dowo a* the ay# can 
^ thecurreut come* and goes frelKbtrd with 
heavy, glittering Held* of Ice, ever floating, day 
and night, from Fitiobuigh nad abova to .Mem¬ 
phis and barond. The irlbuUuie* of the Ohio 
ore ilghUy hicked in the Icy embrace of winter, 
only waiting for a rain or thaw to cause Uinn to 
w turned looee and pour tlielr suildan and angry 
floods out Into the Dnio. The river hapitened U» 
be at a good stage and rising n hen the firet -cold

“BUSINESS.” 

Saturday, Jan. 20.—The business move- 
meat of tbo week has been in several impor¬ 
tant parUculara decidedly more favomblo to 
confidence. There has been a gn*at decrease 
in mercanlile failure*, the total number 
being 1 S 8 Iors than lost week, and the gen¬ 
eral teodcooy of speculation has been in 
favor of valuw>, both in produce ond si^uri- 
iint. It con not bo claliued prima facie that 
au upward action of prices, even from the 
present very depres^ ba>ii. Is essentially 
sound, and when all speculati%’e staples move 
up togetlier, it is a ju*t inference that some 
properties are carried up by the gencml 
swell in the wake of otben, instead of by 
their own tnoriU; yet a strong tone in lead¬ 
ing markets is undeniably nece^saiy to a 
restoration of confidt'uco lu the business situ* 
aiion, and tu that res)»eet, at l«a.*tt, tbe 
week's trading has tsBon iKMieficial. 

Another featui>» U au active trade among 
the inoix» Easterly iron funiuces. In the la^t 
few days the Thomas C<niipany has sold 
10,000 tons, and has booked 70,000 tons for 
1884 delivery. There has been no advance 
on round lots, and it ia said to be tbe purpose 
of tbe large concerns to disco JutensnceKpecu- 
Ution and kec|> down pneas to a range which 
will render it impossible for numerous small 
furnaces to compete. A rise m steel rails 
has been claimo.l by iuteresiod parties, but 
tills is probably imaginary. Sai<» have been 
made ac during the wtHik, and a Pitts¬ 
burgh concern is said to have sold rails at 
$•'40. delivered at lake porta. 8 nles in Penn* 
sylvnLia have been made recently at $ 22 ; 
and $'i*l ropreiM.mta, of course, an tmpnive- 
nient from that figure; but sales during the 
wt.<ek have been $1 below the slaudarJ price— 
$25 per ton. 

Tbe grain markets have been generally in 
favor of holders, though there was to day a 
weak closing, with a partial relapse. Prices 
to-day in Chicago are higher for 

wheat. for com, HiOtdc for oaU, a 

small fraction fur rye, and 1 ^ 2 c for barley. 
New York is higher for wheat and 

for corn, while oaU are about sta¬ 
tionary. The visible siipi Jy of whrut com¬ 
bined with the stuck afioat for Euro|M), is 
815,000 bushels less than at the last sUW- 
nittiit, and corn baa iucreaaed by 880,000 
biL«hela. in iJverpool breadstuffs have been 
steadier, with a rise in cunt. Eeceipts of 
gram in the Weal have been of fair profior- 
tions excepting wheat, and of tbe laltt^r tbe 
exporu have teen liberal. A further decline 
ill ocean freights ia reported. Ptovialons 
bare been booming in controlling markets, 
cloeiiig weaker and slightly lower. At tbe 
close there is an advance in Chicago of 82*^o 
ti^$i& 0 iii meas pork, 27>'^(j^80c in steam 
lird and <V>o in spot sides. Tbe itftason's 
packing in tbe \Vc*t ia 15 i>er cent, leas than 
was estimaUni at the outii-t by recognixed 
authority, and tbe quality of tbe hugs shows 
a steady deprociatiou. It has been, of course, 
the worst winter for feeding that boa been 
known for yenni. Cutton bos lieeu firm, and 
futures in New York are 10^13 points 
higher. Liverpool is strong at the close, but 
is (racticiiialiy luwor than a week ago. Port 
receipts are running light, and nuiderate 
crop cstiiuaUti ore being held with more 
confidence. Coffee 8 (iecuiati«iu in New 
York has Leon uf varying tendeiKy, 
the option U*l being o.vj to |xiitiU lower to¬ 
day than a week ogo, and (SOifi 70 fioiiits lower 
than a fortnight ngo. Petroleum baa been 
litnier, and Pi]M^liive cvrtificate* are 25 '«(^ 3 o 
h'/lier. Hogs imve advunr-ed 25(^400, and 
cattle 15<^20c |jer lOG pounds. A better 
tone has prevailed in dry goods, and a good 
trade in Eastern centers is in progress. The 
bosm uf trade has uiidoubteclly been improved 
by the effect uf au uiiueunliy severe winter 
upon retail distribution. l^eaf tobacco is 
strung and higher. 

In New Y^ork money bo.s been easy, with 
an uiiprvcoilentc^l and continuous aci'uiuuia- 
tion in liank. The stock of gold and legal 
t II irrs has reached the unh3ard of total uf 
♦ iD7,tX)0,0(K), and as interior excliango is 
still strongly in favor of New York, afurtlier 
itioi'ease next week is tu bo antioipated. titer- 
ling exchange has advanccil during tbe 
WM.I, and I . 4 U ill the lost fortnight. An 
ov*^*rfiow of bullion to Ear«>pe appears to be 
pr-jb.ibie, owing chiefly to the deficiency in 
oor prolucv' cx.xirt-, which, in the pre^nt 
ram h, are ombahly $lft, 00 j, 00 J lewi than 
in 188:1.

CONGRESS AND THE RAILROADS. 

.Mr. Beaoan's Intcr-Slatu Cumuicrce 
Bill docs not establish a commission, but 
defines wbut is and what U not unlawful 
discrltuiimlion, ami it Imposes on the 
United Static District Attorneys tbe duty 
of prosecuting all such suits at their own 
dUcrciion, or on the nfililavil of any repu¬ 
table citizen. 

Mr. Hour, in his “House of RcprcscDto- 
livcs Bill. 732,*' propuaes lo establlsb a 
Bonrtl of Coinmissionors of Inter-titaie 
Ciiinmcrccns a bureau of the Interior Do* 
paTlmeni, which is to be merely an ad¬ 
visory board. 

lu llie House .Mr. UoaFCRANS lutrmluceil 
a bill. No. 04, lo prevent undue discrimi¬ 
nation In railway Imnsportution. 

Mr. Hopkins introduced two bills, the 
first of which is sitnilar in its provisions to 
that of Mr. Reagan; the second estaliiishcs 
u board of commissioners, three lo cuusti- 
liite the board, one to be a civil engineer, 
one acquainted witb agricultural, cemimer- 
dal and manufacturing interests, and the 
third a spccialUl in railroad questions, 
each to have a salary of $4,00G. 

In the ticiiute, Mr. Ingalls has Intro¬ 
duced u bill to provide fur the appoint¬ 
ment of a commission to investigate the 
subject of railroad transportation, and Mr. 
CuLLOM proposes a bill to cstayiish a com¬ 
mission and to regulate intcr-titatc com¬ 
merce. 

lu view of all these bills, seeing bow 
Important U the lcgl^^ll^o^ proposed, and 
bow serious are tbe questions involved, il 
seems sirniige that only tlirce days are given 
to the opponents of these measures by 
the Committee on Commerce. These tbreu 
days were consumed by the Trunk-lineis 
and the tiuulheru road* have been, to all 
iutenu and purposes, shut out. Here is a 
vast stretch of lerriiorr rapidly building 
up witb new raiiroaiis, u country needing 
roads as no other section dues, shut out of 
the committee. This ts not the way to 
perfect lcgi.«)iation relating to interests of 
such magnitude. Tlie wliolc subject should 
\Hi thoroughly discut^'d. It U something 
about which the wisest is ma ashameil to 
confess need of knowlcilge. TruiiNporto- 
tion is so intimately connected with nil com¬ 
merce, the prosjicriiy of the whole country 
is so dependent on au adequate system of 
trausportation that nothing which affects 
tlie railroads shouhl be done hurriedly or 
without due consideration. If these bills 
are In any way adequuto—if they are free 
from oiijectioii^ and a burrieil eiuimination 
discovers scvcrHl features iff tho best 
which might well bo onuilcd—no burin 
ran come from an open, frank uiui Ircx) 
discussion. On the contrary. If they do 
not meet the requirements of the situation, 
tho longer and fuller the diirfrussion tho 
better. 

The LouUvIllc anil Nashville rnilrond, 
with a system extending through several 
States, the Kant Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, the Hichmond and Danville and tho 
Huntington roads from Loulsvilloto Mem¬ 
phis. have all a vital ititcrc.st in such legis¬ 
lation, and they arc as worthy of consider¬ 
ation ns the Eastern linrfl. They ask lo be 
heard before the comniiiiee, ami the re- 
quesl is so rcnsiiuiible that it mn not well 
Im? rcfupcd. To refuse il U to announce 
that the COSO is closed, the decision renchiHl, 
and that nclioo is to be taken without con¬ 
sidering the equities of llic cns«!. Such a 
course will uol commend itself to the peo¬ 
ple, 

Mr. Fink finds little ohjeclirm to Mr. 
Hour’s hill, w hich eHtahlUlics an Advisory 
C’ummii^iou, which has long betm urged b 3 ' 
Mr. Fink. But the objection wc have, us 
stHtcil yesterday, is agatimt nny legislative 
intrrferemN’. Wc goon miiltiplylog offices 
and cominissions, and turn away satisfied 
that nil timt can be done w ill tie accom- 
plnheit in that way. Wc relax o\ir vigil- 
uMce and public attention Is not fixed ua it 
ought to Ik* on public abuses. A commis¬ 
sion. ailvUory or othcnvlse. U simply the 
first step, and it is a step in the wrong 
direction. 

A LOGICAL DEMAND. 

The demand made by the Bricklayers’ 
Inlemaiional Union, a few days ago. fora 
bill to prevent the “importation of alien 
labor.” can hut suggest to the oliscrvanl 
the uiiHaliafuctoryV'ltttions which differ¬ 
ent classes of w'orkingnico bear to each 
other in this country. 

There la nothing strange in this demand 
of the bricklnycTs. Tho Government for 
over twenty ywirs has been m the hands of 
n party which professes lo believe ia the 
“protocllon" of American labor—of a par¬ 
ly which. In carrying out aud malntaluing 
this alleged principle, has fastened on the 
country the most giguntlc and oppressive 
Mvsiom of class taxation ever endured by a 
IMioplu claim mg to lie free. It U 11 system 
the most exacting and iuffexible that could 
be devised. It cjiIs the very hone and 
sinew, the very m.irrow of libor. The 
man w ho is rnbiced to bis last dollar must 
contribute, if he spends that dollar for 
necessaries of life, one-half of it to thu re^ 
tnorseless juggernaut. 

All this is nominally for the protec¬ 
tion of the American laborer. lt> it re¬ 
markable. therefore, that the brick¬ 
layers, being themselves American laborers, 
aud bceiug how solicitous the Govurnmeut 


pretends to beiu lichalf of Amerienu labor, 
should a^k (or a share of that protection 
themselves? The provUioui of the tariff 
do not include their trade. U it not natu¬ 
ral that they should think theiiLHtiVcs as 
much cniiiltMl lo the benefit of special b*g. 
Ulaliun ns the mnkiT of pottery or the 
worker in iron, and ilml tluy should up- 
peiil for this iu the most <ilrecl way by 
praying fur a prohibition uf tbe drovtf of 
cheap contract labur w hich arc liniKnleii 
from Europe to competo with them and 
lower ihrir wages? 

The bneklayers ore not at all unreasona¬ 
ble. What they ask is simply the logical 
extension uf the lalse protective systenL 
There just as muoh reasou why a rrnmey 
tariff should las placed ou tho iinportaliun 
of the European lulKircr to this country ns 
there IS why such a lurilT should bo placed 
on the imported privdiict of tbat laUircr. 

The truth U. no greater injury in the 
name of law could be done the American 
workingmen as 11 chiss. than is doiio them 
through this very protective sfrslein. The 
CocHiKu Jouit.sAL bus hliowu lime ami 
again how ihe tariff dues not prolwjt even 
thclalKircm iu tlioue industries which have 
been ^iKa ially singled out for its fostering 
guardiiioship. but letting that pass for ibc 
present, would it not be well to consider 
whither it does nut work Injustice lo other 
laborers who are nut Included lu its cor- 
iioii? 

The brli klayers have sp<ikcn for them¬ 
selves, but they arc only a fow of the great 
cliUAs of workingmen lu this country who 
am injunal rather ilian benefited by this 
unjust system of laxatiotL 

Tho protectionists arc in the habit of 
clairiiiug that there nro about 4 . 000,000 
ciiiploytts in protectetl ind the 

United Slates, They place luc iigures at 
just about. a.OOO.tKXi too liigh. According 
to the census there are only 2,550.704 
employes in nninufucturics und indus¬ 
trial esiahlUhimnis in this country. 
Less than 50,000 of llieso i.*s- 
lablishment (the whole numtier being 
253.852) are proteciid. and they give ir¬ 
regular nud |K>urly paid work to about one 
million hnndH, leaving over 11 million who 
ar»» employeil in the unprotected Indus 
tries. 

Tli*‘se hitter are not oul}' nut Iw^ncfited 
by the tariff, hut they aro |>o<itivcly In¬ 
jured by it. The raw nml manufactured 
material and the tools which they require 
in their work are greatly Incrcajunl lo price, 
while the ordinary cost of living is aug- 
mculcil ovi-r 40 per cent. Th(*<c un- 
proicclctl laborers nut only have lo pay 
their own way, hut they must divide their 
scanty earnings and conirihutu half of 
them lo that inexomblc tystein, whose 
ironical object is the protection, instead of 
the robbery, of Aniericau labor 

Even if there were no others nffectcil by 
the t.-irilf except these two cl/issi.’s of 
workingmen, would not its injustice lie so 
apparent to any unprejudiced man as to 
preclude the possibility uf his finding 
nny excuse for its continuntipn? But 
when it is borne iu mind that 
there aro milltuns besulo these un- 
prolccled Inburers who are oneroiDly 
taxed just ns they arc for the support of 
thi* system, that the great nuiss of tiie (ico- 
plc of this cuunlr}', fanners, oierchanls 
and workingmen of all kinds, are heavily 
mulcted thruugli ihe.s<.* Iaw.s, U it n wonder 
that rebeiitou is ripening agaimi this inot>t 
insidious, tm^l relentless and most Insa¬ 
tiate of slaveries? When it is couMdered 
that the proccetls of this robl)ory of the 
people do not go to tliiw million work¬ 
men for whom it is clatmi.'tl they arc col¬ 
lected. that they do not go to the uatiouiil 
Treasury, c\*cii, l)Ul lo a few favored mo- 
nofmiisu, the only explnualion that this 
rebellion has not already triumphed in tliu 
overthrow of such ti system ia fouiui in tho 
fact that the country at large hus not yet 
become aware of the full iniquity of our 
sc-culled protective tariff. 


COMMERCIAL IMPORTANCE OF WHISKY. 

CoL tiiDNLV D. Maxw'kll. tiiiperiu- 
tindent of the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Cuiiimerce, prepares for tin# chaiiilier hii 
imuimi mport upon the lurluurit's and 
trade of the city, which is probably of tho 
greatcHl interest and value to all engagt'd 
in its commerce. Cut Maxxvkll und hU 
ugruls take up one branch of the buslmss 
aiUT another, thoroughly invc.Htignte each, 
and make up a rorapn heiisivc report ujion 
each. The various branches nre exiiiidm^i 
striutini and iudeiH»nd«*ully, and iiflerwanl 
coDsidemd relnlivrly und colleciivelv. I hc 
work is done sybtiiiiaticallv nnd iulelll- 
gcnlly, and Is uf coiime ;ic( t'>slbh! to all 
(?inciiinnti liii^iuess men. A vety* similar 
system oblniiiK in til. LouU, nud, wc be¬ 
lieve. in Cldcagu. 

Wc find iu Col. ^Ia.xwrli/s roi>ort upon 
the whisky trade of 18 ?><;) tho following 
pnracmpli:

tohaevo shlpfH'd from the city in tiie same jie- 
riod. It is true lliat a large part of Hie value of 
spirits U ooutoined iu tbe taxes impnoed on tho 
aamr. but the Itgures iieverthrlras sbowr wbat a 
potrerful floanelal ftoHor is this luteresi in CUt- 
citiuatl, Aud what a growUi boa tieeii exhibited 
lu the bu-iiussH, Uie oggreguie value of which 
is now mett«MireJ by a tmin well nigh as great as 
was the value of the total rhipments of com- 
tnuditiesof ah kinds from this citj’ thirty yests 

ago.” 

The above ex tract presents a very im¬ 
pressive feature of the comiiicrciiU import¬ 
ance Of thu spirits trudy. Cincinnati is a 
city of great wealth, of immensely diversi¬ 
fied industry aud trade, ami is the third 
city in point of capital aud population iu 
the West. Her whiaky trade involves 
many values, as grenl as any two of her 
other produce interests combined, includ¬ 
ing leaf inLucco attil hug products, aud iu» 
grcxil as tile aggregate Ir.ide lu pig iruu, 
coffee, augur, rice uiul muhisnes. 

The Cinciuuali district is not the 
largest spirits proincing dtstrict of 
tho West, unci all Western cities 
hiive their capital engaged in tills 
trade to an umount wdiich no one. 
without the guidance of staihdics, could 
guess at. The relative financial importance 
of llic trade is surprisingly great. In the 
figures quoted almve no cognizance is taken 
of the imracn.se number of suiue and callie 
fattened at the distilleries. 

Of course, m the value of tho wliisky 
shipped from Ciocinuati, the Goverumeiii 


tax of 00c was a large component, but this I 
does not in any wwy effect either the 
financial signihennee or the cominerrjul 
importance of the trade. Tbs shippers of 
the whisky were as much compelled to In¬ 
vest in the lux as they were in tho barreU 
which contained it, or, indeed, the grain 
which produce! il. 

Another illustration of the economic im¬ 
portance of the wJiisky trade is the incl 
that It Is annually paying the interest on 
tho public debt 

The whisky trade of Clncinnuil, tit. 
Louts, Chicago, I^uisvillr and all other 
cities nod districts of tho Wi^t have united 
in repn*v/mling to Congress that ceruln 
provisions of Ihc law as it now stands are 
oppressing the trade very grievously, that 
they nieoorre thorn all with great injury, and 
even carry a menace to the interests of 
general businc.<^. ns a trade of such magni¬ 
tude as this is shown to Ih* can not suffer 
materially withqut producing grave nnd 
far-reaching consequences. In this session 
of Congress they have not even succeeded 
In securing an audience. Their mtuse 
drugs mysteriously in committee, and it is 
even riinumd that it U to be throttled in 
rommittpc. The whole course of affairs h 
mystifying and unsatisfactory, and Uio 
trade is kept iu dnmnging^suspense. In 
the English Farllumeul, or the French 
Cham hers, or the German lU'icbstag. great 
commeiTl.il questions are always crante«l a 
prurcdimee iu the order of legislation, but 
iu Washinglou the inside track isgenerally 
concedeil to the great moral circus of 
Bcncomuk, SruKADKAOLK tSc Co., and 
business questions are couqiellcd lo wait 
their opportunities.

tnxHlion that exceeds the historic “Tariff 
for revenue only." which has always licen 
a cardinal principle of tho Democratic 
party.

Tbe policy of restriction has been 
carried out to tbe fuliest desirable Umiis and 
the trade is confident that tbe requirement* 
this year will be suffleieut to absorb tbe en¬ 
tire output ot rates somewhat more remuner¬ 
ative than those which have prevaFcd for 
iho past 60 or 90 day*. Referring lo lh« 
figure* of recent years, we find thot the num¬ 
ber of furnaces incroaied from 263 in Janu¬ 
ary, 1878, to 473 ill January,11881; then d»- 
cllii»*<l to 466 in 1882: to 4;R», Jsq, 1. 1883 
and to 288, Jaa. 1, 1884. This shows a (ail¬ 
ing off m tbe post twedv# months of a 
(urnne-e capacity of 142 stacks. The 
capacity of anthracite and bituminous 
furnace* in blast a year ago was 92.4^ tons 
per week.' on January 1 the cafiocitv in 
1 P®r week, a decline of 

18,295 tons per week, equal to an annual 
I'e-trictmu ox 951,340 tons, or about 20 per 
«i4t. The effect of tJiis heavy restriction 
lias been to strengthen confidence and pre¬ 
vent any further decJine in prices; lo de¬ 
plete stocks very largely aud place the trade 
in better Mnditlon tbau it has been since the 
downward U-mieucy was first exhibited. 
There is a siieculative tendoncy at work to 
lecture slocks at less than cost, but the 
stronger companies will hold stocks rather 
t^n sacnfice them. The producing capacity 
furnncee in blast on January I 
was 88,1 co lons per week; capacity out of 
blast same date, 83,530 tons per week; total 
noinuiol prwiucing caimclty of furnaces in 
and out of blast. 106,000 tons per week, r>r

The text was taken from Psalm cxlrli, 17: 
•• IV"^ can itand before His coldV^ 

For weeks, said Dr. Taimage, our whole 
country has suffered under depi'ession of 
temperature. Thermometer in Dakota one 
week 40* below zero! Plate glass in Chicago 
cracked under the cold! Flocks of sheep and 
herds of cattle perishing under the winter 
blast! The fiercest weather for many years! 
The text echoes all this leverity when 
it exclaims, ••Who can stand before 
Hit cold?*' Although the Psalmbt 
lived in a latitude comparatively genial, be 
must have somewhere experienced rough 
weather. In this chapter he sketches the 
•'snow-like wool," the "fiwt like ashes," 
and the "ball like morsels," and the con- 
gealment of lowest temporslure. We have 
all studied the power of heat, but few of us 
the power of frost. "tC’ho can sUnd before 
his cold?" 

Tbo challenge of the text has again and 
again heeu accepted. On the lOcb of Octo¬ 
ber, 1812, Napoleon's great army began a 
retreat from Moscow—150,000 men, 60,000 
bomM, duO pieces of cannon. 40,000 strag¬ 
glers. They started in bright wcfaiber, but 
soon something wrathier than the Cossacks 
swept upon their fianks. An army of Arc¬ 
tic blasts, with icicles for bayonets and had- 
stones for shot, and commandeil by a voice 
of tempest, inarched after them. The 
fiying artillery of heaven was in iMirsuit. 
At night the troops gatbeievl in ctrclen hud¬ 
dled together to keep each oihcr warm, an*! 
roee nut with the brttaking day for they were 
dead. The ravens came for the murning 
meal of corpees. The war was strewn with 
rich sltifTs of the East, the booty that had 
been brought from the Kutsisn capital. An 
Invibible i>ower tonic an hundred thousand 
men and hurled tbion lifeless into the snow- 
drifu and on the bard surface of congealed 
rivers and into the maws of tbo dogs that 
had followed Lbeiii from !iioi»cowr. The shiv¬ 
ering horror of that scene shows how vainly 
any earthly power accepts the chalivoge of 
the text: •'Who can stand before bis cold!" 

AT VALLKT rOHOB 

in the middle of December. 1777, lay 1 1,000 
troops with feet and e irs and bantls frostel. 
Hungry as well as cold, many of them with¬ 
out shoes and without blankets and without 
shelter, lyuig on the white pillow of the 
soowliatik. 31auy of the people at homo 
made a seii-rlc*^ deuiaud for a winter cam¬ 
paign until Wahhingtoii lo«it bis ly^tiilibrium 
and wrote impatiently: "1 can assure these 
grntirmcn that it In n much uaiuer and lees 
d stresMiiug thing to draw rcmuo»trauces iu a 
comfortablo room by a good fireside than to 
occupy a cold, blinik hill, and sleep under 
frost and snow without clothes ur blankets. 
Oh. the frigid hori^oni (hat crowded around 
the army of the American Hevoiulion iu the 
winter of 17771 Benumbed I seuielejs’. dead! 
••Who can stand before his cold?” 

*‘Nnt one!" responded the frozen lips of 
Sir John Franklin and bis crew, "Not one!" 
aitswvrcNl Schwatka and his men, falling 
l«ack from the fortreuMm of iceberg which 
Uiey tritMl ill vain to capture. "Not one.'" 
say the abandoned bulks of the Intrepid, the 
Hesolute. the Aseiitance and the Jraimette. 
"Notoutfl" say the proccs.ion of Arctic 
martyrs now moving homeward for Ameri¬ 
can sepulture, Dc Long and bis friends. The 
mighltest t !Urs of earth ore pillare of ice—

Sinm a'ter- 
wnr*! the brother of the accused prtKoii'>r iie- 
camo iii'Uine at hi< renidence near DlgUy, N. 
b., nn I his umlady hus incren«e<i so tliar. lie 
also will nave to be confined iti an osvlinn, 
ill a iittl '4 while a younger sUtcr showed the 
same symptoiuB. aud i* now a maniac. Thus 
three uiembem of one famdy have I lh* ir 
rcosciii, through tbo mental agony of hav¬ 
ing a brother accuiKKi uf murder. If they 
Were sure of his innocence one caii 
scarcely conceive of their being thus nfTect- 
ed. Even if they have knowii^go or belief 
of his guilt the triple coincidence of a broth¬ 
er aud iw’o sisters beoomiug iusano from the 
same grief seems to point bevon*! a dmiht to 
here^htory predUpositiou.

Mil 1 be errclv i liie spleuuid man- 
Riviu uptui piaus furm-hjd by the no «d archi¬ 
tect, Mc.Murtry. and tne bmldiiig is one of 
tho mont complete country home* to l>e found 
in the South wcat. 'I'he exterior U of stone 
and brick and the interior furnishing of 
hard wiK>d. It is situated ou an e!e- 
valeil site near the center of a wood- 
laud coinainiugalxiiit fifty arrea, almost m its 
primeval •stale. At the ileutb of Mr. Ingles 
It wa* purcliaA«d by the clever Col. J. Watts 
Kearny, lie was a man of ample fortune, 
and he made many costly inijirovcmeiitM at 
Inglc^idir, among which was building a lodge 
ou the Eiiglmh { luii. lie ostabluht^d a kt 04 *k 
farm and commenced to bree<l the trotter 
upon latht-r nn extensive scale. Being a 
novi<‘e he lell into the hands of tho sbarpetY, 
and hU purchases, though quite large, were 
not alb.iget«ier of toe muet fasuiunablt 
strain*. The consequence wa*. after experl- 
moniitig a while he became disgusted, threw 
up the si^mge, sold out tho eetaie and all the 
stock thereon and removed to Louisville, 
where be fell into the cluirhs.* uf tiie political 
Fiiiiistlues, and, as a matter of course, got 
woiate-i again; and I believe Kentucky 
knows him no longer. 

From the above it must not be uhderstood 
that I cast any irfiectlons upon Mr. Kearny; 
he is a bUb gentleman and an ornament in 
any society in which he might cast his lot. 
Ue'isa son of lue famous Gen. I^il. Kearny, 
who was kiliihl during the late civd war. 
Although bis breeiliug experiments at Ingle- 
sido aud his poliiicai experiences at Loui<* 
viiie coot him a good many ^hpkeU, he sGil 
has a splendid fortune left, and itelng a man 
of culture he knows how to enjoy it, 

lugie^ido next fell into the bauds of that 
fine old gentlemen, the Hon. W. B. Kin- 
kead, the pre-cut cx'-elleul Judge of Fayette 
couuty. Judge Klnkead, af:er a short occu¬ 
pancy, disposed of the place to a Mr. Smith, 
w ho tu turn sold it to tiiv present propriutor, 
Cul. Hart Giioion, who w’ss b«>ro at Shawnee 
Spnng*, Mercer ttiuiitr, Ky., not qul.'o 
50 year* a:;t>. lie is o<ie of six sons of 
Mr. Tobias Gibson, who sr otio ibnu was an 
extensive sugar fiiauier in Louisiana, ond 
the (aindv > ei own i*rgs povseMiomk in that 
State. The L’ohmel is a puiGhed getillemau, 
a graduate of Yale. Lie studied law at Har- 
varvi. 1 believe, however, he has prai.t«ced 
hut little. At tue brea^log out of the rtiHil- 
llon he, with hi* five broiaers, cast ihnr lot 
with tno Lost Cause. He foiicht gallantly 
through the war, suffered nuiny hsrdshtiw 
ami prlvatiiiiis, aud was captured 
and laid eigut iiiunlhs in Camp 
C'bA*e. At the close of the rebellion be 
returned to his f:trui in NVootlford and lefire- 
seiite*i that couuty with great acceptability 
iu t(u« lower hou*e of the State Le;Gi.ituie 
in 1838 uud 187U. Ho then removed to I^cz- 
ington, aud in cotinecliun wiih Uis brother- 
lii-iaw, Mr. H**ury T. Duncan, Jr., e»tab- 
listied the Doxiu l*rcss, snd together thev 
conducted that papier for snmo time. Siuce 
nelllng out his interest in the Prrsa^ the t.'ol- 
onel hits dividetl his lime between lugieside 
and bis I'erre Bonne sugar plintaiiuo in 
LtiuiMiana. < m the maternal Mile. Col. Gib- 
sou is i*viAted to many oF^he most prominent 
OLD FAMILIES or KENTUCKY, 
such as the Bi'eckmridges, Prestons and 
Harts. Hit grandmother was a Miss 
Presuui. being a sis:er of the father of Gcii. 
William Prcaioii, of tbiii city. HIto was nliMi 
closely reinted to the great orator and dls- 
tui.:uished stau-s nan, the LLm. W. ('. Pros- 
ton, of South Curulltta. She inarrhtd 
Natannlel Hart, who, with olluTi of that 
name, wetc pioneers and obtai(ie<l valuable 
laud grants m \Vao»lf*nd. and Lh*>ir de'ceud- 
antM ftilil own large •'states in tiiat tMJUiilv. 

Col. GihMou'sgreai-Kraiidmiheriui 4 *odured 
the first ni'gro woo pvrr put f<K>t u);>ou the 
soil of the "(lark and blootly ground," It is 
uiy understauhiiig (hni tom negro man was 
sent by Col. Hart wdih Daniel Booue and 
bis party. Colonel fullnwiug soon after¬ 
wards. Now It la ail hiituDcai fact that 
slavery novt r existed hi Kentucky by eiiact- 
ineiii* of law . Being a part uL Virginia, tho 
atJhcrents of Mlavery contend- ^tiiat tho laws 
of that State covere I over the territory 
of Kentucky. At the lime of the for¬ 
ma* hm of ice first constitutiun of this 
.Sute thc^ w i-e already quiie a nuin- 
lier of negroia lieie, but 1 Udieve that 
tnsti umciiL was Milrnt in luiatioii to slavery. 
When Nainauiol Hart sent this old negro 
acroMMthv Allegheny*, I tmagioo he had no 
hloa th It he was tho repre^ututive of a race 
Umt was destmevi to cause so muqfi trouble 
to mankind in general, and wbo»e peculiar 
situation eveiiliitily brought on a confiict, 
the like of which the world lisd nover before 
seen. Parinn this digression; 1 touch the 
subject ligiitiv. The uid negro man ailuiied 
to atiove Uved to a ripe uUI age. He w-a« a 
great favorite with Col. Hart, his cbihlren 
and hiH granMoididion. The Colonel had his 
|.H.irtrait iiaiuteil hr a dlstingulnbed aitUt, 
and It is now* ownoj b'. some niemlier of the 
family, and L coiioidored a sacred relic. 
During tho late w ar a comi>auv of Union 
aOidiers too'a i)u*sev-iun of the celebrated 
Hart farm in Wooiford county. A vjuad of 
them furi't'd tho door* of the mau*iou, per¬ 
haps for the imrfKjse of pillage. Aim •sc ihi 
flr»t objee: mat atrracte i their attention was 
tbo fiurtraitof the old tlarky uieuitloiitHl 
above. Tue leader buinga inau of sentiment 
commanded an in*tiuiL retreat; not an article 
in the inamtioii was moh^Mted, the idea >e«m- 
ittg to posocMS tho miutis of tne s^ildiers that a 
man who would allow the likeness of a ne¬ 
gro toadtim the walls of his drawing-room, 
could uot he a vary great euemy to the 
Union cause.

Of all cmuntrlos which go largely into 
w lue-iiiakiiig France Is forenutst, an<l. owing 
to the abundance and variety pro<iuc«d, 
through the variety of soil and climate, it 
has lieeu called the vlneyanl of the earth. 
About iseven-eiguths of the territory is wine- 
benriiig. and, next to the ordinary busi- 
ne-s of agriculture, it is the most valu¬ 
able branch of tiidustrv. It gi%'«M em¬ 
ploy nieni to 3.0tMJ,U(i0 pi*rsoiis. The 

a uantity of wme annual pro.luced is 
.(XiO.iiOO.OOO gallons, and thw is worth 
435U,U»Xl.0tX). These wlms dllTfr widely 
one liotn atiutber. and each has a fame of ita 
own. Of tliemail the prv>lucu of itioCuam- 
pajne country ar» the bctt kiinwti and most 
widclv distributetl. This has always in-en 
coiisi )ere«l as benriog off the | aim; it has 
always been the favorite winoid t.beeruwne<l 
hcHiU, as wed os of other blstorU.*ul ia»i*soQ- 
ages. 

The province of Champagne is divided 
Into five departments, but it Is only in the 
Department of Marne that ttie champagne 
of com uorce is roa le. And Marne is subii- 
vided mto five de)»A^ment*. of wim-h Rheirns 
and Kpernay are the true center iff the man- 
utarture. So when we tee "Hheims" and 
"Kpernay" on ihelHitUes we know just where 
they 04 itue fru 4 ii: and, for a still clearer 
picture, it may be stated that the vineyards 
of Kheiriis are situatctl arountl the 
slopes uf a woode<l mountaiu, while 
fhoie of Epernay occupy an un.iuUllug 
nlatu. The vlnta '40 begins in Sefitember. 
The grape* are stibjectel to throe preo^uras, 
and the juice (•eing collected into large viit*. 
It is alL'wed to stand twelve or eighteen 
linum. till the so timent is d«{K>sUod. It la 
then drawn off into barrels and left to fer¬ 
ment. By December, the wine being clear, 
it is again drawn luto vau, and as th • i>erfect 
articlu la made from the products of several 
different vineyards, the oi»eration of mixing 
begins. After this is actomplUbed it i"^ 
again drawn into the barrels aud allowed 
to stand till spring. It U then bottled 
aud rarrte<i into the cellars and lauionira 
side, and the sveoudary fennviitatlun (•egm*. 
It lu*ta through the summer, aud during tbia 
time there is often so much bursting omoiig 
the bottles that tho loss sometiiues amoii iis 
to t%vcnty'dve per cent. After the fermeui- 
ation and breakage cease, the bottles are 
overhauled, and thoso that are w h de re- 
stacked. A fler resting eighteen months they 
are taken out and shaken. w herou|>on any 
little selimoiit there may Im comes to the 
top. and tbo cork being taken nut. the froth 
that pushes up brings the sediment with it, 
so that it can t»e removml. 

One thing more, aud the wine is ready for 
market. Int«> each bottle is ititrodu^d a 
little tiielte<l rock caitiiy, mixed with a 
tnfimg quantity of braudy. The quauuiy 
of sweetness introdueetl depim is ou tue 
country to which the wine is to be ten'. 
Uu*sia requires lea^t, and Eiigiaud and the 
United Htate* most. The btittJes are now 
rvcoikcd, the air excluded by tuennsof tin¬ 
foil, wax, ami the chninp'age, now three 
or four years •dd, is ready for use. Twentv- 
five udldous of bottles are annually put up, 
oiie-sixth of which comes U> toe Unitctl 
States. 

Next in Importance come the wines of the 
Gironde. The capital of this defiartiiient is 
BorUeaiix; benc'e the wines are often mu'-?! 
by that name. The Gironde is divided into 
five wino-prcKiocing dUtricts, of which Me- 
doc IS the ino*t cel«brate«i. D i« a long, nar¬ 
row plain containing 45.fKK),000 acres of 
vm<'yanis. Eight million gallons of 
wme are annually prixfnccfl. TheMi 
wlnas are nil reil, and are what are 
calli??! clarets. One-fonrih of them ore tho 
exquisite high class wiuvs, auch as (.'hateeu 
Margaux, Chateau I.afiite, and Chateau l-a- 
iour. These command an enormnu* price, 
even in Fiance. Comparatively little pure 
Me«loc reaches this country, a* the i)opular 
taste in America likes it re-onfort^iNl with 
spirituous strength. The amount of mixing 
that goes on at Bordeaux U pnKligimis. Her 
oximi t b twelve times as much as the entire 
growth of Modoc, and une-hnlf of these are 
bought as genuine, without a misgiving. 

Another of the famous wines exiiiblUKl 
bei-e is the Uermitago. The vitievarda which 
pt*oduoe this wine lie un the !>outh slope of a 
hill near iho town of Tain, ou the lihoiie, in 
the old province of Daiiphinr. It is callcKl 
Kvrmitage. because of a hermit w ho took up 
bis alKKle there in tho ThiiUenth century 
and plaiite«i the vines for an interesting oc¬ 
cupation. The sloiie being houtUerly, tbo 
sun aiiines on the vines nil day Intig, ami 
brines the truit to marvelous perf 4 <cli 4 >n. 
Tne vines aro in three vineyards, and as 
the [lerfect wine results only ffntn a mixture 
of the product of the three, tlie proprietors 
must bold property in each. 

The Burgundy vrine* are grown on a series 
of low hill* about 30 nillei in length. Along 
their slope* and extyiidiuga mile or so out 
on the plains at their feet, lie the vineyards 
which pnxiuce the ••yellow Burgundy." 
Tne district of the Saiiternes nrodtices the 
celebrateil Chateau Yquem, which is esteetiio<l 
almost trjo precious to use. It looks like bot- 
Ueil suriHhlne. 

The department of Charenle Is rich in vlne- 
yar*ls. All of the wine is used for distilla¬ 
tion; immodiately after fermentation. The 
town of Cognac is the center of the manufac¬ 
ture, hence the name is usually applietl to 
tliesd braudios, w’hich are the beet iu the 
w Tld. 

It is of some little interest to know the 
cetiertil average of alcohol in wiue. 
From one thouMind gallons of wme tlivy 
get, on dtsiiliatiou, from one hundre*! 
to one hundred and fifty gallons of bran¬ 
dy. President Jeffer* 4 iu Miid intoxication 
would never prevail where wine was cheap; 
that it was only the deame^a of that, 
that set men in' work evoking tiie "fiery 
deuioas" out uf sugar-cane, rye, corn, 
oduT grains, etc. But, having once evoked 
the lemon, he mnsiur* them and Ihev can't 
shake Li ti off. it 1 - 4 ko Sin Umd an 1 iho Uhl 
Mnn of the Bea. So, if the world deumtids 
brandy^ of course, the vineyards will be 
luniv 4 l into ll.

such positions m France. >1, .Manticui, the 
Alanager appointed, was born in waii 

a studcul lu the Polytechnic Bchool and the 
Rchooi of Bridse.\ and Highways, began his 
career os a ranroad man in the engineering 
departineni of iho Eastern radrv^U, aud m 
wt ut to th'j Northern companv, fur 
wl.i.'U ho built MfX'eral iii;os. In 1857 he was 
mu te D.ructor cMaunger) of llu» Algerian 
Haih'oad Company, and m 1865 be became 
Manager of the Belt railroad around Pans, 
whoi t) he remained until 1875, when bo suc- 
cee^ied Couche iwidely kuow u m Europe as 
author of an euuyclo})edic work on rnllroadsl 
as Chief Eogtneer of Matnteiiance of Ways 
on the NwiTbern radruiid. Hu health be¬ 
coming poor, ^bout two years ago be was 
made ComuiUog Engineer of the Northeru 
railroad, and as such conducted lue cum- 
Mny*e negotiations with tbo Government.

BUCOKSTIOXS FROM THE CAB. 

[The following "Notes fr*>ra the Cab, 
which arts worthy of atlenUon, although 
every one may not agree with ihe writer, 


are taken from the Journal of Railway Ap¬ 
pliance*:] 

**1 wish some men who design engines bad 
to work on them a while. There b our VM. 
an excellent Manchester, yet her cab b set 
back so far that, unless a man has unusually 
long legs and orme, be must taka a step back 
antTone forward for every acuopfnl of coal 
be gives her. The distant from tlie boiler- 
heed to the tank should never be so gieat os 
to require thb. when the tank b full. 

••Reverse lever latcnes are freouently so 
arranged that it is almost impossible to open 
the hand wide euotign to embrace them. 
Draughtsmen should think of these Utile 
points in designing engines. 

'•Would it not be better to make the bind 
truck of tenders certter-bearingand the front 
one side-liearing, in place of the revenw— 
which is the custom at present I It would 
make a better combination for backing, and 
be in no wise less satbfactory for running 
forward. 

•'The coppersmith who pot the injector on 
the 183 b a bright and shining light among 
his species. He got the steam pipe in such a 
position that it b impoMlble to put the bver 
into the foil stroke notch in forward gear 
without burning your band—unleee you wear 
gloves—and you can’t reach the sund-puli 
without getting vour wrist into the same 
dbagreeabb contact. 

"Tiie other day 1 was leaning out of the 
cab window watching the guides spring from 
the pressure of the crocs-^ad. in running 
forward the lower pair kept bobbing up and 
down, and in going backward the upfH^r 
ones played the same trick. Now chose gui les 
are intended to prevent the piston-rods Iroiu 
springing, and if they don’t do it they 
should be altered until they do. When 1 bad 
the 'bog' a couple of weeks ago ! noticed 
tnat the guides were rigid; but then there 
are only two of them, and they are each as 
heavy os the tour on my engine. 

*'E>o our .M. M.’s put back boiler braces on 
their engines Just b^ause some one else had 
them on be^re) If the b. b. b.'s have 
slotted bolt holes m their feet they do no 
good to the engine; and if they are not 
slotted they are a positive injury, causing 
the frames or the boiler—or both—to spnng 
and warn out of line with every variation of 
temperature. 

*'A friend of mine, employe^l in the A., T. 
and 8. F. shop^. drew a line through an en¬ 
gine while she was hot on# day. She had 
l>*en carefully lined up while cold, but his 
line showed her to be inches out!” 

RAILROADS AND RECEIVERS. 
lAdiirroif Regitltr.] 

Receiverships are not always the unmiti¬ 
gated evils that they seem. Often they are 
the only means by which the proi)ertT can 
be saved for the owners. A railway is such 
a great thing, lyine often in several States, 
and generally in many counties, tnat if em- 
barrassmunt overtakes it, opportunity u 
given creditors to plunge its affairs into hope- 
&SS confusion unless a Receiver lakes charge. 

Generally this embarrahsment is hopeless, 
and in that case the Receiver pays the 
charges, which are In the nature of an equit¬ 
able Tien, and the road is sold for tbo benvflt 
of the boudholders. Sometimes, as in the 
case of^be Ohio and Mississippi, the Receiver 
holds the property until the tempotary ad¬ 
versity is past. The obtaining of a Receiver 
for the North River Construction Company 
will preserve the control of the West Shore 
and Buffalo for the sCockholderi. where, if 
executions were levied, destructive confu¬ 
sion and losses would result. 

It by no means follows tbat receiverships 
are desirable, for they are in the nature of a 
desperate remedy, only to be resorted to in 
extreme cases. Gener^ly the best way, when 
a road is embarrassed, is to ^eU it out as soon 
as the times serpi propitious, scale down the 
securities, and see tbat no heavier obligations 
are imposed than the property can stand. 
Yet there are instances wuere, through the 
interference of the courts, and the appoint¬ 
ment of a Receiver, valuable railways have 
e»caf>ed being sacrificed. 

Mudy of the C'laMlc-a 
[Ationta Con»tttutu>n.] 

The attack made upon the study of the 
classics by Mr. Charles Francit Adams some 
mouths ago firecipitated a dis<mBston w hich 
has been going on .ever since with unabated 
vigor. It lias piist^ through what may be 
called the newsia&per stage, and is now flour¬ 
ishing in the maga/inee and reviews. Pres¬ 
ently it will develop into books, and then 
the newspapers will take It up as new tiial- 
tor and diAfxise of it as briefly and as hur¬ 
riedly os they did awhile ago. 

But. ofter all, who is to decide the ques¬ 
tion I It is not a controversy between ig¬ 
norance ami culture, but a contest between 
cultured men themMlves—betwreen professors 
end experts who are suiiposed to know, not 
only all about Latin and Greek, but ell about 
the efTects—the results—of auth knowledge. 
Borne of them declare that the time spent in 
gaiuing such superficial knowledge of the 
classics as our colleges and uuiventities are 
in the habit of impart tug is worse than 
thrown away, for the reason that it might 
have been devote<1 to some other more use¬ 
ful study. Uthera declare that the study of 
Latin and Greek la oue of the eMcnUais of 
eilucatiun, and that the time devoted there¬ 
to IS well aud ptxtfitabiy spent. 

Now , who shall decide between the profes¬ 
sors, the expert*, tile doctHoairesf Some of 
the gtealHftt men the world has produced 
knew uotniog about Latin and Greek: outbe 
other hand. Siuue of Che greate»t men tiie 
world has produced knew a great deal about 
Latin and Greek. A great deal depends on 
the man, aud a great deal more depends 
upon w heiber the man has the w it to %nke 
advantages of thoeo opportumties that cemo 
to all men. A knowledge of Latin and 
Greek is no mure necessary to a successful 
carser than ignorance of these languages. 
To the great majority of young meu m 
Ibis country, the discus!»i<*n is unin- 
uresting, mainly because they have no 
opportunity to study the claries. If thev 
can all get what is called "an old 
tivld" education, they may bo considered 
lucky. In the old times even this meant a 
thin sixiattcrmg of Latin and Greek, for the 
old field pedagogue was a mighty roan lu 
those days; but now every suggi.*stiuii and 
every impulse of those w ho are sinving for 
au education is to obtain knowledge and ex¬ 
perience which they can begin to draw upon 
at onye. 

To professors in cities this desire for a 

C ri tical education may seem out of place, 
ut it exUU and will continue to exist as 
long as young men and women are compelled 
to deMod upito their own lesources for a live- 
lihmwi. To these a clavucal education is out 
of the quiMiion unless they propose to go into 
the professions. Latin and Greek are well 
enough for thoeo wiio have leisure for the 
affectation which goes by the name of cul¬ 
ture. but for those who are compelled to 
look out for themselves the Aroerunn lan¬ 
guage is as good a* any other, and a great 
deal tietter than Latin and Greek. The 
Greeks themselves, it u to be oiiserved, knew 
but one language, and it is probably ow'ing 
to this fact that they made that language a 
model. 

Ruoth In New \ ork.

Mr. Bwth bos never sought fame in a lit¬ 
erary way. but has shunned it. One con.so- 
quence uf this is that ho is not generally 
credited with the mtelleclual qualitiM which 
are manifested In hU personations. There 
are tbo>e even who deride him whenever any 
claim is made for him as a student. Rome 
who have tned to sound him in conversation 
have tieeu repulsed by bis habitual reiicence, 
and sneer at his lUallowness. Most of the 
critics for a mouth tuut have complained of 
bis ••Indifference," blind to the extraordi¬ 
nary intellectuality and poise which 
have characteriKe<i moat of bis perform 
aiices. Mr. Lauut Thompson, who. while 
modeling a bust of the actor, came into more 
intimate assocustion with him than moot nf 
his acuuaintances, is convinced of hi* ininL 
lectual power, and so must any one have 
been, who, familiar with his jiast efforu. 
jUAtly observed the marked changes and im¬ 
provements in his recent oouceptious and 
portrayals. There were cau«o« enough, in 
aud aside fn.»m himself, for this temporary 
myopia; but a professed reporter of the.st- 
rical alfairs is supposed to carry about him 
better glosses than most people possess. At 
ail events, although the result of Mr. B<wth's 
juiit-finithed enzagement u not immediate. 
It u certain. He has done a great deal for 
stage art, and this must be recogoisdd in 
time. _

Very few people who enjoy almost dolly 
the delicate dish of rare cheese and fine 
macaroni really know what macaroni is. A 
great many have an idea that it grows in 
marshes in Italy like reetD. Others think it ; 
is on earthen tubslance indigenous ouly to j 
Italy. There are those who will say that 
macaroni is made of farina, but it wiii be no 
friendly service to ask them what farina is. 
The truth b that even those who do know 
m bat raaeAroni and farina are know little of 
tbo manufacture of either. 

ITnquesf.ooab.y macaroni is an Italian 
dish in origin, but thele is little doubt that 
quite as much of it u used in this countiy 
to-day as to Italy. Another fact is tbat by 
far the most of that consumed in America 
U made m New York, Philadelphia aud Ron 
Francisco. 

Ysaterdav a Ft rs* reporter calle^l to see 
one of tha largest manufoclurerH of maca¬ 
roni in the southern (lart of the otty. He 
was showu all througo the factor^', and the 
process of making was fully explained. 
"You see,” said the maker, "all macaroni 
i« made of farina and of farina and flour. 
Tbat mado of pure farina is the best. 

COARSE GROU.VD FLOUR. 

**Farinu is made of wheat, but it is much I 
coarser than flour. It is very flue wheat 
griu. We USB California wheat. It makes 
much better macaroni than the imported; 
besides, the imporu>d macaroni very often, 
indeeii, generally deteriorates by the ocean 
voyage. It is liable to be wormy and moldy. 

It maybe mold v and not be delected by 
the unified. .Many merebanu knowing 
the fupenority of .American macaroni ovt^r 
the imported sell it to their customers for 
the real Italian. There are many people in 
this country wno are very rich and who 
think the only merit in macaroni is that it 
came from Italy. Of course the merchant 
roust cater to their tastes and ignorance. 
The real truth is that Italian macaroni may 
be had cheaper than Arst-cUss .American 
make. The uoty has been taken off of it. 
We par A8. $10 and $12 for workmen. In 
Italy the best bands get 60 cents a day; oth¬ 
ers only 80 cents. Shrewd dealers who have 
a trade tbat demands the best, no matter 
where it comes from, sell ours; at the same 
time the snobbish love for the impurtod 
article rendera it prudent to palm oil ours, 
which is the better, for a worse foreign. 

"The best macaroni fii* Italy U made In 
(tenoa and Naples. The iLalians use it very 
much for soup and with cheese. They abo 
make a delicious dish of it with mushrooms. 
We use the maesurtni for soup in several 
shapes and forms. The most ptipuiar in this 
country is the long pipe-stem. I'ben there is 
an ordinary reed size, cut in bits of half 
inch, inch and three inchs, according to 
taste. There are three common sizes of the 
long-stem kind, all of the same material; 
they are called macaroni, roezzaui and 
spaghetti, the first being the largrst and the 
last the smallest. The vermicelli, you know, 
b not hollow; It b very small, about the size 
of tying cord. Tbat b used generically for 
soups. Here In .Amenca puddings are often 
made of all kinds of macaroni, to use that 
word generally. A common fault in cook¬ 
ing it in thb country b to boil it too much. 
Macaroni ought never be mode soft or 
pasty. 

FAXCirCL DESIGNS. 

"We make many patterns of fuacy maca¬ 
roni for soups. Here, for instance, b the 
alphabet in small Roman caps. They are 
often used in making soup for the sick. 
Very sick people are diverted at the novelty 
of noding the alphabet in their soup plate; 
and often they begin to use these as they did 
their 'blocks^ in childhood. At a little 
private dinner these little thing* give diver¬ 
sion and often arou*«meut to guests. * Maca¬ 
roni IS packed in boxes and half-boxes. 
Boxes hold just 25 pounds. The mezzani is 
a very popular size of macaroni with Amer¬ 
icans, and that is the only kind put up in one- 
pound packages. 

"Howdo wsr make macaronif There* you 
see that larg<« circular box ! We put the 
fanna into that with a little water, then 
start tha heavy grindstone of marble to 
turning, and it pr ess es and dries the dough 
to desired toughnese. Then it b put into 
that cylinder, w'hich b full of circular boles. 
That heavy weight presses the dough through 
the holes. The dough b then laid in large 
linen-bottom trays aud dried, when it b 
packed for market. 1'be making b a simple 
process, os you see. It requires, however, 
competent bands to know when the dough b 
at a right state for running through the cyl- 
mder to be drawn into the stem shapes. 
In packing we have lota of small broken 
pieces. These we save in barrels aud retail 
to poor people, or sell to railroarl contra'ct- 
on> for half price, and they feed them to ; 
thtftr hands. We make generally two grades i 
of macaroni. Tbo beat b only of farina, and 
the other has part flour, irsuallv the best is 
made pure white; but it may be davored and 
colored with saffron, when egg b also used. ” 
"I notice your boxes seem to be made and 
labelled like'the foreign boxes.’* 

"No, tbo Italian box b of different wood; 
it b bmb, and here we use poplar.** 

"But you use the same foreign-looking 
blue paper on the edges of the boxes, and the 
labels are all in Italian.**

CONGREGATIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Rev. Wm. Ellis, of Birmingbara, Eng¬ 
land, preached at 3 o’clock yesterday after¬ 
noon, at Colgan's Hall, Tenth and Walnut 
streets, on the subject of redemption, to a 
very small congregation. The exercises 
were begun by reading from the fifth chap¬ 
ter of John, beginning at the seventeenth 
verse, after which prayer was oITored. Mr. 
Eliis opened his sermon as follows: 

**Tbo rtilemption of man has two points— 
first, to make a man worthy of life, then to 
make him wortoy of heaven. God said to 
the disciples, ’This is my beloved Son, hear 
Him.' 8 o with us this afternoon, we will 
boar what Ha has to say of redemption. 1 
will read from John xiit~14. 1 have chosen 
this passage because wo have placed in con- 
ti-ast the poinU of w^ich I wish to speak. In 
the fifteenth verse it says that whosoever be¬ 
lieves in Him sbaU not perish. The word 
perish has dilTerent meanings. A man 
may perish in the fiames or by cor¬ 
ruption. That which perishes becomes 
resolved into its original Mements. The sig¬ 
nification of the word here is that one who 
dies without believing is lost. On the other 
hand, one who does believe is saved to eter¬ 
nal life and can not die. The contrast is 
presented by Jesus in two or three forms, so 
I do not see bow it can be doubted. Apart 
from the gonpel of Jesus Christ a man must 
perish. .After It has come if you aod me do 
not believe we shall perish. He who does 
not believe on Me is condemned already— 
that is. be is primitively condemned. It 
shows that He is to be believed on as one 
able and willing to save. Four thousand 
years covers the history of mankind, ami 
Jesus says, in eflfect: *My Father has been 
working for your .salvation 4.000 years, and 
1 am now come to finUb his work.' You 
wiirnotice this signifiication elsewhere. He 
says: My Father has long been working and 
I am now come to take up bis task. In the 
next chapter Jesus makes a further re¬ 
mark; ’This is the will of Him who 
sent Me, that whosoever believes on Me 1 
will raise up at tho last day.' The meaning 
is that they must die, but that they will rise 
at the resurrection, aod the passage has no 
other moaning. Any one who expects from 
it that be will not die is mistaken. This 
gospel is for a perishing people—for those 
who are dying. I’aul says that Christ died 
not for the elect, not for the goJly, but for 
the nonentity. Let me call your attention 
to Matthew xx.. 27, and it will express the 
matter in another bgbt. It says that who¬ 
soever expects to be greatest should find 
what service is needed and do it. Christ did 
not come to be ministered up^m, but to min¬ 
ister, to give His life a ransom for the many. 
He says in another placo that He is the liv¬ 
ing bread, and whosoever shali eat of it shall 
live forever. Doesn't the conclusion force 
itself upon you that wlKMoeverdoe^ noteat 
shall diel Jesus Christ come, and the world 
is still without life to those who reject Him. 
He says He gave His life for the life 
of the world. The word world means 
the people in it—that is, the 
many. They can have no life apart from 
Him. He is the Haviour. the Deliverer, the 
Redeemer, who wishes that all men would 
come to Him. Again, He says in Matthew 
that He gave His life for the many, and so 
in a number of other places. ’The full mean¬ 
ing is that He gave His life for all—yes, aod 
not only for the living but for the dead. If 
there is any doubt, the passage which says 
Ho tostod death for all should dispel it. 

**Wbat did God do before Christ camel He 
covered the whole 4,000 years with promises, 
and Je&Uii came to fulfill them. God made 
the coveuant. Jesus confirmed it in His 
blood. XVbat was the object of the cove¬ 
nant! That there might be repentance and 
reinbsion of sins. The redemption which 
tho Creator has prepared is a redemption 
from sin and a redeoiution from death. The 
wages of sin is death, an«l this death it 
eternal non-existence. Jesus came the 
anointed of Jehovah to preach to the poor 
the guopel of life—of eternal life. He does 
not niean a life like this, but one which iosU 
ferever. An inheritance that can not bo 
taken away. 

**lf any man should come to-day to your 
city and cure the lame, heal the sick and 
give life to the dead, would it not te some¬ 
thing for you to mu after him! Aaiure<Uy, 
and yet this is n fact. The powers which 
Jesus bad lie conferred upon His apostles, 
and they %TiU be couferrwi upon all His dis¬ 
ciples when He comes again. Mankind can 
not Iw trusted too far, aud Christ gave His 
powers only to a few whoib He could trust, 
but as soon ns He left they began to abuse 
tho gifts. They used the miraculous powers 
for mercenary purposes. I'bese powers wore 
not of thb age. but of the age to come. .At 
that time the:© wom a soornng phib«»vyphical 
class who believed in nothing, neither angels 
nor hereafter. There are a good many such 
people here now. They canto to Jesus aud 
put the question to Him, if a woman bad 
been married to seven brothers to whom 
should >h« belong at the remrreclionf He 
told them that in the world to come there 
should be uuroarr>'iug or giving in marriage. 
He if not the God of the dead but of the liv- 
ing—that is, of the dead who shall liseazain. 

* *Tbe keystone of Christianity rests upon the 
resurrection. Many do not think so. The 
idea ta that when a persoo dit-s he goes at 
once to heaven or bell. ChrRtianiiy does 
not preacn a resurrection. Vet He spov ifir s 
that He w*dl come at the last day. There 
must be a resurrection. XVe may sum up 
as follows: The great redemption of man as 
im'tpowd by the Naviour is a total se^^aratioii 
from sill—not only from ils confiefjuences, 
but also its practices. Many want an expe¬ 
rience. They can have the experience of the 
old saints, the Romans, Corinthians and 
others. If their experience will not do. 
something is the matter with your faith and 
it had better bo changed at once. The Gos- 
l»ol comes lo every individual. Put yourself 
right, and you will be l>etter able to M*rve 
your neigbliors. The vast world of mankind 
10 perishing, but Gud has devised a means of 
saivatioii. and the world is to blame if it 
does not avail itself of the mviiation."

There Is great destltu- 
m Kentucky. The )»eople are p >or and 
ui nr are ignorant. Tiiero at e more luan 
1 ,u30 churches that do not have preaching 
oftensr than once a month. Sunday- 

I schools are more important to such 


churches than to those whic h have preach¬ 
ing evorv Rundav. There are OOU more 
Baptist churches in Kentucky than Baptist 
Sunday-schools. Thu grand object of the 
Sunday-scbcxil is the salvation of souls and 
the propagation of Bible (.’hruithioiiy. This 
work cultivnU a misbionary spirit. We can 
not invest our moni*y more wisely than in 
evangelizing Kentucky. P is to onV inUTc^t 
as citizens, as Christians, at Baptisu to sup¬ 
ply tills need. All this work has l»een done, 
and yet only $ 1,200 has been rats««l.*’ 

At the coorlti«ion of the sermon n collec¬ 
tion was taken up. amounting to 

Dr. Eaton preacb<><l to a large cougrega- 
lion at night from* Psalm il.. 2: “XVash mo 
tboronghly from mine iniquity and cleanse 
me from ray sin.” He said: “Our great 
need is to realise that we are sinners. 
David's sin was great, but be realized it. 8in 
is evil, and onlv evil; but God brought out 
of this sin of David good to the sinner. It 
taught him his own weaknem. and showed 
how vile bis heart was. If David fell, who 
of us are safe. ’The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked.' The 
principle of sin in the Heart, if it only should 
express itself, is capable of every crime. 
The vileness of sin is shown in this prayer. 
Few of Uf realize the vilenvss of sin. Our 
eyes are deadened and dimmed. XX’hen wo 
realize that we are siiinerM, we w ill pray 
this prayer. This is the language of a con¬ 
victed sinner. The moral man who thinks 
himself a good man may desire to be 
cleansed from the few dark spots upon bis 
character: but the fountain of the heart 
nee<is cleansing. 

“This is the language of one who realized 
that ho could cleanse himself. He ackuoad- 
edged this. XX'o can not cleanse our own 
hearts. Your refunal to love God is a great 
siu. How u that to be cleansed! Good reso¬ 
lutions do not change character. Our good 
deeds and resolutions come from a sinful 
heart, and the stream is no purer than the 
fountain. l>evotion to the world does not 
make a roan better. Philoeophy has no 
remedy for sin. Why wa*u time in that 
which can do no good! There is only one 
way to be cleansed—’the blood of Christ 
cleanseth from all sin.' The truly penitent 
heart does not try to lay iU guilt upi>n others. 
It feels its own guilt—*wn»ih ms.' XX’e have 
nothing but our sms m call our own. XX’ben 
we go out into eternity the only thing we 
carr 3 * with us is our sins. Only one can take 
mir sins awav—Josus, the sinner’s Saviour. 
This is the only salvation. Are you willing 
to lay your sins on Jesus’ He U willing 
to receive you. XX’iU you not offer 
this prayer: *XX'’ash me thoroughly from 
mine iniquity, and cleanse me from my sin I* 
la It wise to close our eyes to our danger f Be 
not so foolish. I offer you a romedv. Faith 
in Christ brings rest to the soul. Accept the 
Gospel remedy now.” 

At the clciM of the sermon two came for¬ 
ward to profess faith in Christ. Three were 
baptzed.

It is 
against my religious principles to get any- 
tning by false proteoses, not even a good au¬ 
dience,'which 1 have long wanted to have 
before me. 1 asked some of the well-in¬ 
formed w hat was expected in an arldre&s at 
a song service, aud was told to speak about 
five, wn or fifteen minutes, and from tho way 
my informaota 1 knew the shorter the 

better. I like short sermons. I never heard 
but ooesemiou that I liked and remembered 
tho whole of it but once, and that sermon 
was not five minutes long.

After a siience of half an 
hour a fine, mi uare-faced brother, moved by 
the spirit, arose and Miid; ’The Captain 
of our salvaUon never lost a Imltle, 
nor did the enemy of mankind 
ever make a bad bargain. ’Now, while 1 
have no address, os this is my first chance to 
see you, and 1 may not see you all again soon, 

I want to make my firnt bow Co ymi as a 
minister of the city. 1 have known this 
church here for fifty years. 1 bare been In- 
tiuiato with manv of the pastors, from 
James Freeman Clarke to J. H. Hoywoo*!. 
Many people in Louisville hnrdlv know there 
i« a Unitarian Cburvh here, let alone the 
doctrines that it teaches. XX'e make 
a stand for spiritual religion and 
rational theology. First, 1 say for 
a spiritual religion. Tiiere really can be 
only one religion. It may be Jewish. Mo 
batnme<laa or Hindoo; it must have love to 
God and man. 

“VX’o bold up for spiritual religion as oppos¬ 
ed to traditioiialum, ritualUiu. etc. Ours U 
a soul religion, not soineihitig tliat can be 
taught or inherited. It is given by the spirit 
of God. Bocund, wo stand up for rational, 
progressive theology—soinelhiug that is up 
with the spirit and science of to-day. 

•*Thi% bi mgs me to give you a •M«c<»’nd notice, 
that is, that I shall next Buiiday night begin 
a course of lectures in this church on our re¬ 
ligion and theology. Tho positions F shall 
hold are: 

“ Fir«t—Religion rightly understood b the 
most vital pertoaneuL interest of the human 
suul. 

’’Stcond-No soul is living or can live its 
highest, truest or best life, until it be relig¬ 
ious 

* ‘Third—No soul can b© religious in a prac¬ 
tical, effective way, until it consciously seeks 
lo be. 

“Fourth—No soul can ever outgrow its 
uce<l of religion.” 

Mrs. Katie Elliott Upperman «ang. “Guide 
Me, Oh Thou Great Jehovah.” The quar¬ 
tet followed with, “Lord, at Tby Throne 
Humbly Kneeling.” The congregation sang, 
“Nearer, My (iod, to Thee,” and Dr. Green, 
cordially Inviting all to attend hb lecture next 
Sunday night, pronounced the benediction.

Dr. XVitherspoon officiated nt ibb church, 
both morning and night. The subject of the 

II o'clock sermon was. “Invbible Agencies 
in Man's I>estruction," from tho text. Matt, 
xti., 44, *’Tben be saith, 1 will return unto 
my bouse from whence I came out, and 
when be b come be fiudelh it empty, swept 
and garnished.” 

Dr. Witherspoon said: “The quaint old 
books of our ciiiidhood bad diagrams repre¬ 
senting human hoarLs with Baton entroned 
within them, surrounded by evil spirits under 
the (onus of serpents, tomU and swine. The 
rvpi'csentatiou wa.s crude and homely, but the 
underlying truth solemn aud significant, 
namely, that there b a real pre.sence, con¬ 
tact inhabitation of tbceeevil spirits in the 
hearts of sinful men by which they are led 
captive of Satan at hb wiU. How else will 
you explain those sudden lapses by which 
men fall into secret vice or open crime, 
where all associations and infiuenc s are 
drawing in the opposite direction! XX'e ex¬ 
plain the fall of others by tho influence of 
evil compouious and associates. But thb 
explanation foil- hero. The Beriptures ex¬ 
plain it all. They tell us of the temptation 
of Eve, of the evil spirit tliat came upon 
Saul, of the demoniacal potisossions, of tho 
uni^en principalities and iKiwere with whom 
tlie Cnnst.lan wresUe«. 

’’Under these circumstances, how signifi- 
caot the teachmg of the text. Tbero come 
imiot when the evil spirit goes out, when 
i.ic stri'nirih of temjitation /ilvuod, when 
c.pporuijuty IS givt.M loi ihc p;^.v of hoiirr 
influences if tneo# periotls are rightly used, 
and the heart fillM with holy aspiration, 
sod the life with holy endeavor; if the door 
in thb miorval b opened that Chrbt may 


come in, then w hen the demons of appetite, 
or lust, or worldliness, or svanco. or unbe¬ 
lief return, the house b tcaanU‘d. and their 
power b gone forever. But if thb period is 
negli*ctod, and tho demon returning finds 
the bean empty; no C'hri«(t enthroned there, 
no Holy Spint admitted there, no praver 
and hymn and communion with God's 
word, he comos in again, associates other 
fArmsof evil ^ith bitn«olf, and the man's 
last end b worse tlian the first. The solemn 
lesson then is that of improving the moment 
when the world at all relaxes ib hoM and 
any drawing in felt toward a higher and 
better life than that which we have lived.”

At the Second Fresbyierisn church yester¬ 
day morning, Rev. Dr. J. H. Bryson, of 
Alal>ama, preached to a Urge congregation 
from the words of the Saviour: “And if I be 
lifted up, will draw all men unto me”— 
John xil., 22-23. “These words," said he, 
“at once present our subject for considera¬ 
tion thb morning. Clirbt spoke these words 
a few days before His crucifixion. He 
opened up thb doctriue. which lies as the 
bsMis of Cbrtstisnity*: *lf 1 be lifted 
up. will draw all men unto me.' 
Men love power: they love to exercise pow¬ 
er; men conscious of great power have 
spoken strong words, but no mortal over ar- 
iNigated to hmiseir such wonb a.n those of 
the text. Chrii 4 alone could say these. 
Fresent or absent He draw 5 . Those who 
heard Him thought Ho spoke of Hb coming 
crnrifixioii. Jesus had a proper conception 
of Hb own life. Mathew. Mark. Luke and 
John exhibit the four jiidet. They oil tell of 
Hb wonderful power of drawing TOople. 
The ApoetliM continue the theme, the Epbtiet 
are full of it. X\ e find it everywhere in this 
wonderful life of Chrbt. He was the ideal 
gem of human life. 

“Men admire Cbi ist; even those who scorn 
Uhnsiiaoily do thb. Chrbt was more than 
human, HU iifo was no accident. Circum- 
staucee did not change hU career, for be was 
aliove them. Hv saw the cross irom the be¬ 
ginning. and yet be baldly told bis di 8 i.dpleH; 
Go ye into all’the wond. preach the gospel to 
everv creature. Lo! 1 am with you always 
to tbe eud of the world. Human wivlom 
takes a lower view. Hence Emerson said in 
resigning the minblry I ‘ 1 do nut understand 
the cross. Jesus was to me a perfect ideal, 
but 1 cau’t accept the atonement.' 8 o it b 
with many modern thinkers. The great 
painters made bis li/e end on the cross just 
ouuide Jerusalem. Again the inquiry may 
come: VX’bence hb power? It b in the di¬ 
vinity that u coimected with bts humanity. 
Take out that, and ontv helpless human na¬ 
ture b left. Ah, he fulfilled all prophecy,and 
truly He was called wonderful. He spoke 
os never man sf»oke. Men may say the in¬ 
carnation of God b imposiibis. This idea of 
incarnation b the oldest extant, and it b in 
Fliitarch's writings and all the wise men of 
the dead ages. Our very ualuree cry out 
for God, and Jesus came as the Son of God. 
He filU the desire of the human heart, and 
Ub mirnclee cballence the admiration of 
human minds. Yet His greatest power was 
the iim^en force Ho exerciMd and b still 
exerciving. XVhon skcpuca deny Hb power 
and accept the fact of history, they are com- 
pollod to accept the truth of the atonement. 
Christinnity ii crystallized in that symbol of 
the Lord's Hupper. XVben Uio pulpit sur¬ 
renders the power of the abmement, it gives 
up till. 

“My concluding thought b, that humanity 
must not only have a Saviour with a halo 
uf holinoss, bill He must have a divine 
pow*er; something that gives hope of the 
glorious resnrrcctioo. the bursting of our 
ciny tenements. Docs tho Goeticl give you 
thb! Yes: lam certain it does. *Inmwiih 
ydu,' said the Saviour, ’to the end.' 
Cast your burden on the l/ord. Yoursoub 
crave divine sympathy, for earthly ties are 
alwa}'# breaking. The soul cries for some¬ 
thing lofty. In answer to that cry comes the 
reply: * 1 . if 1 bo lifted up. will draw all ineu 
unto Me.* My hemrers, have you faith in 
Him! May the Holy Spint incline all hearts 
to accept. Look unto Me, all ve ends of the 
earth, and be saved. Seek the Lord while Uo 
may be found.”
